Summer is here at last— and so is the ANA's Summer Seminar 

Of all the ANA's programs, the annual Summer 
Seminar is probably the most exciting and rewarding 
for its many participants. Each year approximately 200 
eager students journey to Colorado Springs to spend 
a full week of total involvement in numismatics. The 
course topics are varied, and the students range from 
juniors to retirees. The mixture generates an enthu- 
siasm seldom seen in any classroom situation. I have 
attended these seminars for many years and can assure 
you that it is a new experience every time. Others ob- 
viously share my feeling, for they, too, return year 
after year for the camaraderie and education. 

1 needn't tell you that my particular interest in Sum- 
mer Seminar centers around the young numismatists 
that often attend. "Mother Florence," I am told, keeps 
a watchful eye on them to make sure the week goes 
well for both kids and adults. Volunteers Bill Fivaz, Bert Bressett and Tommy and Mari 
Beth Acker also act as chaperons and entertainers. Whenever I can break away from 
these responsibilities and business at ANA headquarters, 1 try to catch a few hours 
of classroom time in one or more of the various courses. 

The main attraction of Summer Seminar seems to vary from person to person. For 
some, it is an opportunity to explore a new avenue of numismatics, while others look 
forward to the chance to visit headquarters, work in the extensive library or examine 
museum collections, all under the guidance of ANA staff and instructors. Equally as 
educational as the courses is the non-stop discussion that goes on among the many 
specialists and hobbyists in attendance. 

The week-long curriculum is varied somewhat each year to accommodate a range 
of interests, from beginners trying to get a foothold in the hobby to professionals anx- 
ious to hone their skills. The most sought-after classes always are "U.S. Coin Grading" 
and "Detection of Counterfeit and Altered Coins," taught by ANACS staff members 
assisted by Ken Bressett and Bill Fivaz. Another popular course is "Introduction to 
Numismatics The Hobby," which this year will be instructed by Past President Q. 
David Bowers. 

"Coinage of the Classical World," conducted by Museum Curator Robert Hoge, may 
not appeal to everyone but is, without question, one of the finest and most instruc- 
tive seminar offerings. By popular demand, three new courses will debut this year: 
Commemorative Coins" by Mike Fuljenz; "Numismatic Estate Planning" by Robert 
Rhue; and "Paper Money Collecting" by ANA Vice President Steve Taylor. 

Colorado Springs is a delightful place to visit. Aside from Summer Seminar, the week 
of July 6-12 promises to be special in many ways. The ANA museum will host a special 
opening ceremony for its new exhibit, part two of "Paper Money Extravaganza," and 
world-renowned numismatist Eric P. Newman will be on hand to deliver a keynote 
address at the seminar's educational forum. Eagerly awaited is the annual ANA book 
sale, which offers new and used books at a fraction of their original cost. 

I wouldn't miss all this activity for anything. Will I see you there?

Should anything happen to me 
before I do dispose of it, it would be a 
gigantic mess for someone to wade 
through, and my heir knows absolutely 
nothing about numismatics. 

Since 1 do care enough about someone 
to leave them whatever 1 have remaining 
on this earth, I should not wish to cause 
them any hardship or distress. 1 am now 
in the process of organizing and disposing 
of virtually everything, and 1 shall keep 
more careful records in the future. This 
planning is a direct result of the impact 
the article "The Collection" made on me.

Caveat Emptor 

There has been a lot of discussion lately 
about coin grading. 1 feel that two people 
can grade the same coin differently, but 
if they are both competent, the grades 
should be close. The problem with the 
coin industry is not grading but ethics. 

I attended my first ANA Summer Sem- 
inar about four years ago after losing 
money on overgraded coins. At the sem- 
inar 1 asked why the ANA couldn't set up 
a program whereby they would issue a 
"seal of approval" to honest companies 
that applied. Lack of the ANA seal 
wouldn't brand a company as crooks, but 
it would help beginners make their nu- 
mismatic purchases with confidence. . . 

I said then that the ANA motto should 
be Caveat Emptor (Let the Buyer Beware). 
I am smarter now, having learned to 



grade, but I am still angry. The ANA has 
the expertise to solve the ethics problem, 
but it doesn't have the guts. I have a 
new emotion that I equate with coin 
collecting — Shame ! 

1 recently attended an auction held in 
a large Louisiana city. The auction was 
advertised in the financial section of the 
local papers but not in any numismatic 
publications. The ad promised gem uncir- 
culated and proof coins. . . We were let in- 
to the room to inspect the lots. About half 
the dealers left when they realized that 
the "gem" coins actually were AU. 

1 have been to many coin auctions, but 
never have 1 seen one run like this. \^ile 
the auctioneer chanted from the podium, 
his assistant ran around in the audience, 
waving coins in the faces of prospective 
bidders and screaming "Yes!" when he 
spotted a bid. 1 was embarrassed to wit- 
ness this sideshow. 

The prices were unbelievable. Rolls 
worth $300 in my estimation were touted 
as "20 gem dollars" and sold for 
$3,000. . . There ought to be a law! 
However, since there isn't, the ANA 
should get involved. How many beginning 
investors must buy worthless coins for big 
money before the ANA wakes up to the 
fact that these people will be lost to coin 
collecting forever. 

Recently, I was telling an acquaintance, 
who is making it big in the stock market, 
about the advantages of coin collecting. 
1 explained that coins are much prettier 
than stock certificates and a good invest- 
ment to boot. He reflected a moment and 
said, "Too unregulated for me." I responded, 
"That's true, but. . ." I didn't finish the 
sentence then and I can't now. There are 
no buts about it. Please, ANA, get involved 
and do something!

Rooke Auction 

A ^^beautifully matched" 
1897 U.S. proof set, bid to 
$11,000, proved to be the 
price leader of the April 29 
auction of Harmer Rooke 
Numismatists, Limited, at 
the firm's New York City 
galleries. Joseph Stone, 

HRN president, reports that 
the 788-lot sale brought 
about $500,000 and that 
"the prices realized reflect 
the basic strength of the 
U.S. coin market." 

Large cents were high- 
lighted by a 1793 Chain 
AMERI in fine that brought 
$1,700 and an 1850 Braided 
Hair specimen in BU-63, 
$260. An 1857 Flying Eagle 
cent in BU-63 fetched $230; 
1899 Indian cent in proof- 
63/65, $200; 1909-S VDB in 
BU-65, $575; and a doubled- 
die 1955/55 in AU-55, $425. 



An 1864 laige-motto 2-cent 
piece in BU-63 was bid to 
$160, an 1873 3-cent silver 
in proof-60 + realized $900 
and an 1866 3-cent nickel 
in gem proof-65 brought 
$1,600. An 1855 half -dime 
with arrows in BU-63 -i- sold 
for $300, while nickels fea- 
tmed an 1867 proof-60-i- 
s^cimen without rays that 
was bid to $250; 1888, 1891 
and 1896 Liberty issues in 
choice proof, each $1,450; a 
1913 Buffalo type in BU-65,

issue with arrows in 
BU-65 -H, $1,500, and a 1936 


in choice proof, $1,150, 
while an 1875 20-cent piece 
in BU-60 with light toning 
left the block at $500.

EF, $600; 1848 Seated Liber-

FBI Targets Theft Ring 

Following conversations with the American Numis- 
matic Association's executive director, Ruthann Brettell, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation has found that vari- 
ous ANA members throughout the country have reported 
their coins stolen. In each case the modus operandi was 
the same. 

Apparently responsible for the thefts is a group of Co- 
lombian nationals, who identify dealers at coin shows 
and follow them as they leave for local airports. Once in 
the airport, the thieves employ a variety of ruses to dis- 
tract the dealer, such as staging fights, dropping objects 
on the floor (including a baby, money, etc.) or informing 
the dealer he has mustard on his coat. The dealer's coins 
are then snatched and carried out of the airport in a pre- 
planned, well-organized manner involving several persons. 

To date, six dealers (five of whom are ANA members) 
have reported robberies in excess of $ 2 y 2 million at six 
different airports: Phoenix, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Dallas/Ft. Worth, Kansas City and Las Vegas. So that offi- 
cials might gather as much information as possible about 
this theft ring, the FBI encourages dealers to contact the 
American Numismatic Association if they have experi- 
enced a similar robbery. 

Executive Director Brettell is particularly concerned 
about the incidents, as the ANA is holding one of the 
country's largest coin shows next month in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. "Bob Bmeggeman of Positive Protection, Inc., 
the security firm employed for all our conventions, is 
aware of the situation and is offering dealers an armed 
escort service," she reports. "We also have been in touch 
with security personnel at the Milwaukee airport to 
alert them to this potential danger." 

The ANA also offers a reward for information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of anyone involved in these 
crimes. Comments Brettell, "I'm ahaid if the thieves 
aren't caught that dealers will start taking matters into 
their own hands."

Guernsey Loses Pounds 

No one ever doubted that 
the 53,000 inhabitants of 
the Channel island of Guern- 
sey, an important offshore 
finance center, know the 
value of money. It seems 
the islanders are hoarding 
some of the billions of 
pounds that flow to Guern- 
sey's tax-exempt shores, for 
nearly £200,000 have dis- 
appeared from circulation. 

In 1985 Guernsey minted 
183,000 specimens of their 
own version of the £ 1 piece 
to coincide with the coin's 
introduction in the United 
Kingdom. In the months 
since they were put into cir- 
culation, nearly the entire 
issue has disappeared, and 
now only the English £1 
coin can be found. 

Unlike Britain, Guern- 
sey has not withdrawn its 
£1 note, so the disappear- 
ance of the coin has left no 
gap in its currency. In fact, 
English pound notes cur- 
rently are very much in 
evidence on the island.

The stability of National 
Bank notes, as well as their 
acceptance at par value, was 
ensured by redemption pro- 
visions made by the U.S.

Banks were required 
to deposit low-interest gov- 
ernment bonds with the 
Treasury for the privilege of 
receiving and circulating the 
notes. In the event of a bank 
failure, the Federal govern- 
ment reserved the right to 
sell the deposited bonds and 
use the proceeds to redeem 
outstanding notes.

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Coins of the Bible 

From the Holy Land comes this group of bronzes called prutot 
(singular “prutah”), the small change of the lands of the Bible. 

The choice of type is yours. The following is represented: 

HASMONAEAN DYNASTY: 103-37 B.C. 

Most coins are of the inscription/double cornucopiae type 
and were the basic medium of exchange during the 1st cen- 
tury B.C. These are often referred to as “Widow Mites.” 

The value of the prutah is related to the Greek silver 
drachm: 1 silver drachm = 6 silver obols = 48 AE 
chalkoi = 168 AE prutot = 336 AE Lepta. In relation to 
the then current shekels of Tyre, one silver shekel = 

6.72 AE prutot. Later, this relationship changed slightly. 

HERODIAN DYNASTY: 37-4 B.C. 

During these troubled times a large variety of coin 
types and denominations were issued; most all of 
these offered by us are minted by Herod Agrippa I 
and are of the canopy/three ears of barley type 
which circulated in Jerusalem and environs. Herod 
Philip II and Agrippa issued portrait coins (graven 
images) which were designed to circulate outside 
the predominantly Jewish populated area. 

FIRST REVOLT: 66-70 A.D. 

While these coins were minted huge 
stones were being hurled and battering 
rams were used to raze the fortified walls 
of Jerusalem. The bronzes are dated, 
most all of year two (A.D. 67). 

ROMAN PROCURATORS: 6-66 A.D. 

The fourteen men appointed to this post by the 
emperor held office at Caesarea; six of the fourteen 
issued bronze coins. During this time the prutah 
was equal to one quadrans, 64 of which were 
equivalent to the Roman silver denarius.

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Still Junking 

After All These Years

I can't begin to count the times during 
the past few years that Fve heard collec- 
tors bemoaning that the junk box has 
disappeared from coin shops. Every time 
I hear it, 1 grin deep inside, for 1 happen 
to know, first-hand, that the junk box is 
alive and well in America. The junk box 
has long been a fixture in coin shops 
across the country — a repository for items 
that dealers either don't or can't identify, 
and, as such, a grab bag of numismatic 
treasures for the attentive collector. 

When 1 first began collecting coins 25 
years ago, the owner of my favorite coin 
shop used his entire front window as a 
junk box, tossing in everything from half 
cents to silver dollars and allowing young 
numismatists the extreme pleasure of 


searching through the rubble. My favorite 
feature of that display was a small wooden 
chest that literally overflowed with U.S. 
large cents, priced at $1 each. I made sure 
1 searched that box every weekend, and 
eventually I filled all the holes in my col- 
lection from 1816 through 1857, with the 
exception of the 1823 "normal-date" cent. 
(1 also learned from that junk box just how 
common the 1823/2 overdate cent is com- 
pared to the normal date. If you ever want 
to track down a true U.S. copper rarity, 
try to find the 1823 normal-date cent in 
fine or better condition. Happy hunting!) 

I still love to go "junking," as I call it, 
and I like to keep in mind a few rules. The 
first, and most important, is "don't as- 
sume that the dealer knows everything 
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If you are fortunate to live near 
a shop with a bid board, by all 
means attend as many ses- 
sions as possible. 


there is to know." True, he or she proba- 
bly knows enough not to throw a 1909-S 
VDB into a junk box, but there are lots of 
other nice Lincoln cents to be found. I 
uncovered a Lincoln of which Tm ex- 
tremely proud— a 1945-D/D, with the un- 
derlying "D" placed high and to the north- 
west. It cost all of 10 cents in BU condi- 
tion, and I consider it an excellent junk 
box find. 

Another favorite hunting ground of mine 
is the "dateless" Buffalo nickel junk box 
that most dealers keep around to sell to 
jewelers and makers of cut-out coins. I 
have found every date and mintmark in 
the series, except the 1916 doubled die 
variety, the 1918/7-D and the now-legend- 
ary 1937-D three-legged Buffalo. Any old- 
time Buffalo lover will tell you that three- 
fourths of a date is enough to qualify a 
Buffalo nickel as AG-3 or G-4, depending 
on how badly you need the space filler. I 
continue to enjoy great success on my 
"dateless Buffalo hunts." 

Another rule that definitely has paid off: 
"if you don't see it, ask." Many dealers 
keep a box under the counter for coins 
they don't have time to identify or sort. 
If your request rings a bell with the dealer, 
you may be well on your way to some 
pleasant surprises. 

Once, upon asking a dealer in Arizona 
if he had any Canadian large cents, out 
came what he called his "Canada box." 
Promptly, he warned me that his large 
cents cost $3 each, and, almost as prompt- 
ly, I purchased an 1858 in EF and a 1907-H 
in MS-60, the latter still in its original col- 
lector's envelope dated October 1907. Sel- 
dom have I found better value for $6 in 
any shop. 

One contemporary counterpart of the 
junk box not to be overlooked is the "bid 
board," which lists inexpensive pieces that 
go to the highest bidder. If you are fortu- 
nate to live near a shop with a bid board, 
by all means attend as many sessions as 
possible. (Currently, I reside in the New 
York metropolitan area, and, as far as I can 


tell, there isn't a bid board to be found in 
all of Manhattan, southern New York 
State or northern New Jersey. I sorely 
miss the fun of a good old-fashion bid- 
board session.) 

My dealer friend in Arizona featured a 
bid board in his shop. Every Saturday, as 
regular as clockwork, some 30 or more 
collectors gathered to elbow and jostle 
their way to the front of the crowd bid- 
ding for coins. Fortunately for me, the pre- 
cious-metal boom of 1979-80 was in full 
swing at the time, and I was able to prac- 
tically "steal" copper and nickel coins, 
more often than not as the sole bidder on 
these "lowly" pieces. Meanwhile, others 
bumped bids to astronomical heights for 
any silver or gold coin (and I do mean any] 
on the board. It was all good fun, with a 
door prize to boot! 

A few of the coins I acquired from this 
bid board are stdl in my collection, one 
of which has become a great favorite of 
mine — an 1883 Liberty nickel of the 
"with cents" variety. It grades as a nice 
"full Liberty" Fine specimen, but its ma- 
jor claim to a permanent niche in my col- 
lection is its reeded edge. No doubt, some- 
one was about to create one of those 
abominations known as "racketeer nick- 
els," but noticed the word CENTS on the 
reverse and sent the piece back into cir- 
culation, reeding and dl. (When the Liber- 
ty Head nickel 5-cent piece was intro- 
duced in 1883, some 5,000,000 initial 
coins did not carry the word CENTS, in- 
stead only the numeral "V." Many pieces, 


with reeding added to the plain edge and 
coated with gold, were passed off to the 
unwary as the "new" $5 dollar coin.) My 
coin eventually found its way to that bid 
board in Arizona, where I purchased it for 
$1 in 1979. 

Another favorite bid-board purchase is 
a "Conder" token, named for a pioneer 
cataloger of 18th-century token/coinage of 
Great Britain. Stmck for the Birmingham 
Mining and Copper Company in War- 
wickshire, England, the 1792-dated token

features the numeral punched over a 
"9" in the date, giving the peculiar ap- 
pearance of a 1792/1992 overdate. I have 
since identified it as Warv^ickshire #91 
(one of five varieties of the overdate), ^ 
which comparatively is quite common 
but still of exceedingly low mintage, as 
are most Conder tokens. Although de- 
mand for Conders is small in the United 
States, I consider the piece one of my 
rarest ''coins" and treasure it accordingly. 

But enough of my bid-board acqui- 
sitions— back to junking finds. In July 
1985, while inspecting a box marked BET- 
TER FOREIGN COINS— 25 CENTS at the 
local flea market, I found a 1787 Nova 
Caesarea cent and a 1788 Massachusetts 
cent. Amusingly, as I pulled these two rar- 
ities from the box, the dealer was telling 
another customer that ''very few people 
in the world" knew more about numis- 
matics than he. It certainly is nice to be- 
long to a group of so "very few" (which 
reiiiforces my own "first rule of junking"). 

The Nova Caesarea cent is an example 
of Maris #53-J,^ a common variety of New 
Jersey coinage, grading a problem-free 
Good, with a smooth, tan planchet. Un- 
fortunately, the Massachusetts cent, which 


grades Fine or better, has a hole punched 
neatly at 12 o'clock on the obverse. Now 
hanging from a steel link attached to my 
lOx loupe, it attracts attention and com- 
ments whenever I use my glass. 

Another junking expedition in October 
1985 also proved fruitful. In a box of for- 
eign coins marked lOc EACH, I found a 
copper 17th-century English merchant's 
token, which the dealer thoughtfully 
"identified" as a stuyver of William of 
Orange. I paid my ten cents and took the 
little "Dutch" copper home, where I prop- 
erly identified it as a 1 -farthing token of 
one William Conway of Bemister (now 
Beaminster), England, who was a wool 
merchant. Dated 1667, the piece depicts 
a wool comb on the obverse and the in- 
itials "WC" in a circle on the reverse. 

I could no doubt fill a small volume 
with stories about my 25 years of junk- 
ing. Instead, I'll end this story by remind- 
ing you to keep a sharp eye out for junk 
box treasures. They really do exist and are 
out there for the wary hunter to find.

For nearly 2,700 years silver coins 
have been used as money. Today, sil- 
ver is still minted, but very little finds 
its way into circulation. This great 
shift in the composition of the world's 
coinage took place within the past few 
decades— not all at once but in differ- 
ent countries over a period of time. 

A great deal has been written about 
the histor>^ of silver and the long-run- 
ning battle between its backers and 
those who favored gold as a monetary 
standard. Silver as a backing for paper 
money declined in importance during 
the 19th century. 

The free minting of the metal was 
discontinued almost everywhere, and 
by 1914 only a few countries— such as 
El Salvador, Persia, Ethiopia and, most 
imponant, China— were still on a 
silver standard. The United States ef- 
fectively shifted to the gold standard in 
1873, but, as a sop to the politically 
powerful western mining interests, five 
years later the government began mint- 
ing Morgan dollars. 

Morgan dollars had a bullion content 
that made their melting profitable only 
when the price of silver exceeded $1.29 
per troy ounce. A dollar's worth of 
dimes, quarters o ' half dollars each had 
a bullion value of $1.38. However, in 
the late 19th century, chances were slim 
of silver ever rising to such a price. 

Until World War I, the price of silver 
experienced a steady decline, as shown 
in Figure 1. Initially, the decline began 
because Germany was melting its old 
thalers and dumping into the market 
what wasn't needed for its new imperi- 
al coinage. Later, tremendous silver 
strikes, such as those in the western 
United States that led to the opening 


of the Carson City Mint, kept the mar- 
ket saturated. 

At the time, silver was still a precious 
metal, even though its price was fall- 
ing. Gresham's Law states that when 
moneys with different intrinsic values 
circulate together, people tend to keep 
the more v^uable coinage. Put simply, 
"bad money drives out good." 

This is exactly what occurred prior 
to World War I in countries where 
paper money depreciated faster than 
the value of silver. Argentina stopped 
minting silver coins as early as 1883, 
Bolivia went to nickel coinage after 
1910, and Chile undertook repeated 
debasement and reminting of its cir- 
culating silver. In the years that fol- 
lowed, these strategies were duplicated 
in many countries. 

The first major upswing in the price 
of silver occurred after the Mexican Rev- 
olution of 1910, at which time the an- 
nual world silver production was ap- 
proximately 225 million ounces, 75 
million of which came from Mexico. 
During the decade of turmoil following 
the revolution, local production was 
reduced and exports were restricted, 
with yearly output as low as 30 mil- 
lion ounces, only 40 percent of previ- 
ous production. 

Two years after the Mexican unrest 
began, India imported 84 million ounces 
of silver for a new issue of rupees. 
Although it had been on the gold stand- 
ard since 1893, the country experienced 
a tremendous demand for silver.^ 

With the outbreak of war in 1914, 
worldwide demand became intense. In- 
creased industrial production led to ris- 
ing demand for small change as more 
people worked for higher salaries. Sil- 
ver was needed for photographic proc- 
esses, machinery and by the British to

pay almost a million Indian troops scat- 
tered across the Eastern Hemisphere. 
(The Pittman Act was passed in 1918 
to support the British in this regard, re- 
sulting in the shipment to India of sil- 
ver from more than 259 million Mor- 
gan dollars.) 

Between 1914 and 1920 the price of 
silver increased from 49 cents to $1.38 
per ounce, just high enough to make 
the melting of U.S. coins profitable. 
However, the rapid rise had disrupted 
foreign coinage. Countries such as 
Japan, the Philippines, Peru, Mexico, 
Siam and the Straits Settlements saw 
their small change disappear into 
'"burners" and re-emerge as more valu- 
able bullion bars. 

In Great Britain, where severe infla- 
tion devalued the pound, the bullion 
worth of coinage was almost 36 per- 
cent greater than face value. Following 
the example set by Canada and many 
other countries, Britain partially de- 


based its coinage from sterling to 
50-percent silver. Coinage in the politi- 
cally powerless British West African 
colonies was totally denuded of silver. 

However, this did not occur in India 
and only partially affected East Africa, 
where many Indians traded and worked. 
Perhaps someone in London realized 
that the fastest way to fan the growing 
unrest in India would be to alter the 
precious metal content of its coins. 

A number of countries whose econo- 
mies were in shambles during and after 
World War I, such as France, Germany 
and the Soviet Union, ceased minting 
silver. As economies revived and the 
price of silver continued to decline (par- 
tially because some countries were 
selling off their demonetized coins), re- 
minting of silver became feasible. Rec- 
ords show that by 1932, when the price 
of silver reached an all-time low of 24 
cents per ounce, much of Europe again 
was coining in silver.^ 
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Despite the return to silver coinage, 
some countries, such as Denmark, never 
routinely minted the metal again, and 
other countries soon rejected silver for 
good. A prime example of the second 
case is the Soviet Union, which returned 
to coining silver once conditions set- 
tled down in the mid- 1920s but, as 
Josef Stalin tightened the state's grip 
on the economy, ceased production 
and required all privately held silver to 
be exchanged for paper money. 

In the United States, President Frank- 
lin Roosevelt's programs of the early 
1930s began to reverse the deflationary 
trends of the Great Depression. As gold 
was both revalued and recalled, silver 
became increasingly important as back- 
ing for paper money. More currency 
was being printed and, because the 
western mining block still had political 
clout in Congress, the U.S. government 
showed a renewed interest in silver.^ 

Perhaps the key event that revived 
interest in silver (and one with endless 
repercussions for world coinage) was 
the World Monetary and Economic 
Conference of 1933. With Nevada's 
Senator Key Pittman playing a promi- 
nent role at the London meeting, the 
Conference created a solid four-year 
market for silver. 

The United States agreed to purchase 
24.4 million ounces of silver each year, 
and the other major producers— Austral- 
ia, Canada, Mexico and Peru — agreed to 
purchase lesser amounts, guaranteeing a 
total annual purchase of 35 million 
ounces. Also, China, India and Spain 
conceded to limit their sales of silver, 
and a statement against additional de- 
basement of the world's coinage was 
passed. The United States soon imple- 
mented its end of the deal by passing 
the Silver Purchase Act of 1934. 

The results of these arrangements, 
plus other actions of the Federal gov- 
ernment (including accepting war-debt 
payments in silver and nationalizing 
all silver as it was mined), were two- 
fold. First, the U.S. silver market be- 
came a captive of the government, and 
with Federal regulation of the price of 
silver (or prices, since different programs 
paid different amounts) the domestic 
futures market vanished for the next 


30 years. Second, the price of silver 
shot up. 

As public confidence in the market 
grew, some increase in price was ex- 
pected. However, between January and 
November 1933, the price of silver rose 
from 24^2 to 45 cents per ounce, and 
continued upward because of massive 
Federal silver-buying programs that 
backed the new dollars being printed. 

In 1934 some government programs 
paid as much as 74 cents per ounce. 

The effects on coinage were predict- 
able; vast amounts of foreign coins 
were hoarded and melted for export to 
the United States. Rising silver prices 
particularly affected China, which in 
1933 held the lion's share of the 
world's silver coinage— approximately 
1,700 million ounces, accumulated 
through centuries of trading for British, 
French, Mexican, Spanish and U.S. 
trade dollars. 

As the price of silver rose, this vast 
hoard was melted and exported so 
quickly that by 1935 China suffered 
from severe deflation as all its small 
change disappeared. After the war with 
Japan began in 1937, massive inflation 
occurred as increasing amounts of pa- 
per money were put into circulation. 
China's ancient trading pattern, as 
well as the country's entire economic 
system, which had been stable enough 
to weather most of the Great Depres- 
sion, were totally disrupted. 

Rising silver prices in Latin Ameri- 
ca, notably in Mexico and Peru, forced 
the withdrawal of coins by various na- 
tions and their reissuance in debased 
form. In Spain, the loyalist govern- 
ment, slowly losing its civil war with 
Francisco Franco, took the opportunity 
to sell all available silver coins to the 
United States. 

Following the United States' first ac- 
ceptance of foreign silver in 1933, Fed- 
eral purchases increased until 1938, 
when, like silver speculators of the 
1970s, the Treasury found that more 
and more silver appeared as the price 
rose. The increasing expense of the pro- 
gram, plus serious dislocations in silver- 
using industries, forced purchases to 
taper off and virtually end after World 
War n began in earnest. 
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Between 1934 and 1941 the Treasury 
bought slightly more than a billion 
ounces of foreign silver — 304 million 
from Mexico, 130 million from Cana- 
da, 59 million from Peru and a whop- 
ping 571 million from China. Addi- 
tionally, it seems that at least that 
much domestic silver was mined."^ As 
early as 1937, the Treasury hoard, larg- 
est in world history, comprised nearly 
3 billion ounces. To handle the steady 
flow into New York, a depository was 
established at nearby West Point, pav- 
ing the way for a later mint. 

The number of silver-producing 
countries substantially declined as 
World War 11 began. Much of the loss 
occurred in Latin America and the Ori- 
ent, but European countries also expe- 
rienced some decline. United States 
economic policies, although a major 
factor, were not entirely to blame. 

For example, in Italy the melting of 
older coinage was a deliberate effort to 
provide silver for the Maria Theresa 
thalers used in Ethiopia. The Italian in- 
vasion of Ethiopia was one of the 
events leading up to the Second World 
War, a global conflict whose effects on 
silver coinage are still felt today. 

As was the case in the First World 
War, both industry and the military 
clamored for silver. In addition, the 
stimulated economy of the United 
States required more small change, and 
demand for silverware increased with 
the surge in wartime marriages. 

Simultaneously, silver suppliers were 
in demand. Although the U.S. Treasury 
continued to buy most of the silver pro- 
duced by other Western Hemisphere 
countries (at 35 cents per ounce) and 
all domestically mined ore (at 71 
cents), not much silver was left over 
for non-essential domestic industries. 

The problem became even worse 
when the U.S. government decided to 
free copper supplies by minting silver 
nickels for the duration of the war. 
Worse yet, because Eastern Hemi- 
sphere silver supplies were restricted, 
little silver was available anywhere for 
America's allies. From an economic 
standpoint this was particularly serious 
because the colonial governments 
wished to mint sound coinages to 


counter Axis moneys in war zones. 

Because of its tremendous hoard, the 
United States in 1943 began shipping 
silver abroad through the Lend-Lease 
Program. During the next two years, 
226 million ounces went to India, 88 
million to Britain, 57 million to the 
Dutch government, 22 million to 
Saudi Arabia, 12 million to Australia, 

5 million to Ethiopia and small 
amounts to Belgium and Fiji. It was 
understood that the debt would be 
completely repaid, at the prevailing 
market price, after the war. 

Although some of the silver was used 
as a substitute for copper in machin- 
ery, much apparently was used for coin- 
age, for many countries had little indus- 
try or were overrun by Axis powers. 
However, the coinages of Australia and 
India remained at full silver content 
throughout the war. Belgium, using a 
South African mint, issued silver coin- 
age for the Congo, and U.S. mints pro- 
duced money for Saudi Arabia, Fiji and 
the Dutch colonies. The Maria Theresa 
thaler again was stmck, this time by 
Great Britain, for use in Ethiopia. 

Price controls were relaxed at the end 
of the war, and the U.S. Treasury soon 
repriced silver at 90^2 cents per ounce, 
with a little prodding from western sen- 
ators. Coupled with post-war uncertain- 
ties and severe inflation in many coun- 
tries, this guaranteed a new cycle of 
hoarding, melt downs and debasement 
of silver coinage. 

Silver coinage disappeared for good 
from many colonial areas, as well as 
Europe, with the exception of such non- 
belligerents as Sweden and Switzer- 
land. In Britain the changeover was 
particularly striking. Under a five-year 
deadline to replace lend-leased silver, 
the British government was forced to 
completely debase its coinage. ^ The 
United States took some of the pres- 
sure off Britain by using the legal tech- 
nicality that the war did not officially 
end until the 1952 treaty with Japan; 
thus, until 1957 the British were able 
to "mine" their own coins to pay back 
the American loan. 

New York Times articles of the late 
1940s and early '50s record the drib- 
bling return of lend-leased silver, final

repayments of which came in 1962. By 
that time, silver coinage had reap- 
peared in a number of countries, nota- 
bly Austria, France, Italy, Japan and 
West Germany. 

The return to silver after World War 
II paralleled that of the 1920s but on a 


greatly reduced scale. These countries 
began issuing "'prestige" pieces as a 
way of showing some intrinsic value 
and soundness of their moneys. Also, a 
glance at a currency catalog reveals that 
prestige pieces often were matched by 
paper money and thus were not actual-

ly required. However, prestige coinage 
did provide a way for governments to 
encourage hoarders and speculators to 
keep funds within their own countries.^ 

Figure 2 examines this phenomenon 
by showing the production of non-U. S. 
silver coinage from 1956 to 1974. Us- 
ing published production and fineness 
data, the annual silver output has been 
established for all countries except 
Egypt, North Yemen and Oman, for 
which full data is lacking. Only regular 
issues are considered, unless the mint- 
age was very great, as was the case 
with the 1964 Japanese Olympic com- 
memorative. 

A great change in the distribution of 
silver coinage occurred over time, a 
trend that continued during the 1956- 
74 period. In 1933, worldwide use of 
silver was estimated to be 4,940 mil- 
lion ounces, of which 1,700 million 
ounces was attributed to China and 
1,050 million ounces to India (these 
two countries do not appear on the 
chart in Figure 2). The United States 
in 1933 held an estimated 640 million 
ounces of circulating silver, placing it 
third on the list. Hong Kong, with 162 
million ounces, was fourth, followed 
by Spain, Germany, the Dutch East In- 
dies and Japan, all with at least 100 
million ounces of silver outstanding. 
However, in the 1950s only Germany 
and Japan minted silver. 

Although strict comparisons are hard 
to make, it is obvious that far less sil- 
ver circulated worldwide after World 
War II. The peak year of production, 
1960, saw less than 57 million ounces 
of silver released, a third of which was 
produced by France alone as it intro- 
duced the "'heavy franc" system. 

Silver coinage also was not evident 
in most of the newly independent 
states. With the exception of small 
mintages in Syria, the Philippines and 
the Bahamas, not a single country at- 
taining independence after the war pro- 
duced silver for circulation. Conver- 
sion to a new monetary system in 
older states, such as Australia's and 
South Africa's decimalizations, often 
was the beginning of debasement or 
abandonment of silver. 

By the late 1950s the bulk of silver 
mintage occurred in countries that also 


were major producers of the metal, 
notably Canada, Mexico and the 
United States. Continued production 
by the United States, coupled with its 
political influence, probably kept mint- 
age of foreign silver high during this 
period. For example, Liberia, which 
switched from British to U.S. coins in 
1943, continued to circulate American 
money, as did Panama. Also, a number 
of Central American and Caribbean 
states based their monetary systems on 
the value of the U.S. dollar. 

Figure 3 shows United States silver 
production from 1956 to 1969, which 
was very high — usually half of the 
total world output — due not only to 
local production but also because of a 
vast Treasury hoard that allowed spec- 
tacular mintages.'^ Assuming a theoret- 
ical 25-year circulating life of coinage, 
the United States minted a staggering 
1,008 million ounces of silver between 
1936 and 1960, was able to back every 
silver certificate ever issued with 1,700 
million ounces more, and in 1960 still 
held 680 million ounces of "free" metal. 

Yet this flood of silver coinage quick- 
ly came to an end. Figures 2 and 3 show 
a sharp upturn in production during the 
1960s, followed by a rapid collapse. 
Comparison with Figure 1 shows rising 
silver prices during this period. It was 
the old story of demand exceeding sup- 
ply — embellished by frantic government 
attempts to keep up with hoarding and 
melting — culminating with a Gresham's 
Law situation in which "good" money 
was driven from circulation. 

Warnings that world silver produc- 
tion was falling behind consumption 
appeared as early as 1955, and hoarding 
may have occurred as early as 1958.® 
Although figures on worldwide silver 
production are "slippery" (depending 
on who does the counting), demand 
since 1946 has consistently exceeded 
supply.^ Because silver is mined as a 
byproduct of other metals, and most of 
the world's mines have been worked 
out, silver production lags even while 
economies and industries grow. 

The gap between economic growth 
and silver production put pressure on 
the silver market. When the price of 
London-traded silver reached 94 cents 
per ounce in 1959, the U.S. Treasury, 
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selling its ''free'" metal at 90 Vi cents, 
found silver stocks quickly diminish- 
ing. At the beginning of 1959, 6,900 
tons of silver was available for sale in 
the United States, but in 1960 only 
3,420 tons remained, and in the follow- 
ing year the figure dropped to just 680 
tons. The Treasury then gradually 
raised its price to an eventual $1.29 
and stopped printing silver certificates, 
but the foreign price continued to rise 
and large amounts of U.S. silver left 
for Europe. A new world trade flow 
was emerging. 

Not surprisingly, Gresham's Law 
operated as well in the United States 
as it had abroad. In 1956, for the first 
time in 150 years, the public held 
more silver dollars than the govern- 
ment. In 1959 the beginning of a coin 
shortage was noted in Baltimore, and 
by 1964 there was a national shortage. 
U.S. mints operated full-time, and, to 
discourage alleged hoarding by collec- 
tors, coin dates were frozen and pro- 
duction of special sets was stopped. 

Silver trading resumed on the New 
York Commodity Exchange in 1963. 

By the end of the year, the price of 
silver was approximately $1.37, not yet 
high enough to make the melting of 
subsidiary coins profitable but in ex- 
cess of the bullion value of silver dol- 
lars and far greater than the $1.07 


bullion par value of war nickels. War 
nickels quickly vanished, although at 
the time they comprised 18 percent of 
all Jefferson nickels minted since the 
series was introduced in 1939. 

Congress, finally facing the need for 
action, fully debased the dime and 
quarter in 1965, leaving the 40-percent 
silver half dollar as a prestige piece. In 
limited circulation, the half dollar dis- 
appeared completely once the market 
reached its bullion par value of $2.82. 

Coinage legislation passed by Con- 
gress in 1965 contained a section, later 
repealed, that forbade the melting of 
coins. Naturally, like President John- 
son's pronouncement that silver and 
clad pieces would circulate together, it 
was a fantasy. United States coinage, 
along with Canadian silver pieces, 
quickly vanished into the burners to 
re-emerge as untraceable bars.^° 

The Federal government stopped re- 
deeming silver certificates in 1968, 
noting that the bills had become "ware- 
house receipts" that traded for far 
more than face value. Silver had been 
leaving Treasury vaults at a remarka- 
bly fast rate, and the stockpile even- 
tually was stabilized at only 165 mil- 
lion ounces — less than 6 percent of the 
total 30 years earlier. 

A few foreign states continued to 
mint silver after the United States 
ceased production. As late as 1973, 
silver-bearing coins were received in 
West Germany, where they still were 
being produced. But the end of Ameri- 
ca's ability to control the market, cou- 
pled with rising inflation, weakening 
national economies and a continued 
rise in the price of silver, soon made 
such activities impossible. France 
ceased minting silver in 1973, West 
Germany the following year. The sil- 
ver era had ended. 

Silver coins do continue to circulate 
in a few places. The 1780-dated Maria 
Theresa thaler can be found in the 
more traditional areas of the Middle 
East, although the coin now trades at 
bullion value rather than according to 
any customary price structure. Accord- 
ing to the Vienna Mint, anywhere 
from 100,000 to 10 million thalers are 
produced there every year, with an es- 
timated 90 percent finding their way 
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into circulation in the Middle East.‘^ 

The thalers are only a shadow of the 
depth and scope once enjoyed by silver. 
When one considers that the silver in 
a Spanish or Mexican dollar once was 
spent in China, melted, sent to Ameri- 
ca, then traveled around the world via 
the Lend-Lease Program and ended its 
odyssey as a U.S. coin, it is apparent 
that much of the romance of numis- 
matics has vanished in modem times. 

Barring a major upheaval in the 


world economy, gone forever are the 
days when one could find many years 
of silver coinage in pocket change. As 
one economist wrote: ''Coins, although 
not many have noticed it, are now ob- 
solescent. They no longer figure in ma- 
jor transactions. They serve only as 
minor change, for occasional nervous 
hoarding, as collectors' items and as an 
adjunct to slot machines. They are on- 
ly an attenuated reminder, a souvenir 
of what was once all money."

NOTES 

1. Dickson Leavens, whose massive study entitled Silver Money (Bloomington, IN: Prin- 
cipia Press, 1939) is the starting point for all later investigations of silver coinage, noted 
earlier suggestions that the price of silver was for many years strongly influenced by the In- 
dian monsoons. If the rains didn't come, silver was sold to buy food, which temporarily de- 
pressed the market because Indians held such a great amount of silver. 

2. The Standard Catalog of World Coinage gives a very clear picture of the historical 
changes discussed in this article and was the source for most of the data on weight and fine- 
ness. Information about Canadian coinage during the period 1966-68, and U.S. coinage from 
1964-66 (when dates do not always match up with years in which the pieces were stmck), 
was provided through the respective courtesies of the Royal Canadian Mint and the United 
States Department of the Treasury. 

3. Much of the West's political strength apparently was due to an alliance with farming in- 
terests who desired "cheap" money (inflated by massive free silver coinage) to pay off their 
debts. William Jennings Bryan's famous "Cross of Gold" speech, delivered at the Democratic 
National Convention on July 9, 1896, is one expression of this movement. In defense of 
silver interests, Bryan asserted, "We will answer their demands for a gold standard by saying 
to them: 'You shall not press down upon the brow of labor this crown of thorns,- you shall 
not cmcify mankind on a cross of gold.' " 

4. This data was obtained from Allan Everest's book, Morgenthau, the New Deal and Sil- 
ver (New York: King's Crown, 1950). An excellent source, it uses diaries of Treasury Secre- 
tary Morgenthau to present information that apparently is unavailable otherwise. 

5. Newspaper accounts of the period suggest that the British attempted to explain the de- 
basement as the result of the rising price of silver, which made desirable the melting of Eng- 
lish coinage. In fact, the price of silver needed to have been $2.64 per troy ounce to make 
melting profitable, a statistic that reporters, at least in New York, were quick to note. 

6. The 1965 and, to some extent, the 1967 Congressional hearings on silver are excellent 
sources of information about coinage and redemption of currency. Interestingly, when discus- 
sion of the debasement of dimes and quarters occurred, witnesses unanimously recommended 
that the Kennedy half dollar be similarly treated. 

7. Mint and proof sets are excluded from this total. Since the 1970-D half dollar was issued 
only in sets, U.S. silver coinage production is shown as ending the previous year. 

8. See John Chamberlain, "New Age of Silver," Barron’s Business and Financial, vol. 35

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In violation of the Mint Act of January 18, 1837, they were inscribed LAFAYETTE DOL- 
LAR instead of ONE DOLLAR. That wasn't the only problem. Contrary to Treasury Depart- 
ment regulations, the coins all were dated 1900 — even though they were struck in 1899. 

The Lafayette dollar, America's first commemorative of that denomination, was 
authorized by the Act of March 3, 1899. The issue was struck to raise money for the 
completion of a statue of General Lafayette in Paris in time for display at the Paris Ex- 
position of 1900. American schoolchildren had donated $50,000 to the Lafayette Monu- 
ment Fund, and, consequently, the reverse dedication reads ERECTED BY TFIE YOUTH 
OF THE UNITED STATES IN HONOR OF GEN LAFAYETTE /PARIS 1900. 

However, there were other reasons for striking the commemorative dollar. On De- 
cember 8, 1899, the Lafayette Memorial Commission announced: "The Lafayette Dollar 
. . . serves not only to aid the Memorial work but forms a new and beautiful tie between 
the two great republics of Europe and America, and therefore the coin must be regarded 
as an international emblem. It constitutes a most desirable souvenir and memento of 
the Children's Monument 
to the 'Knight of Liberty,' 
the Universal Exposition of 
1900 at Paris, and the open- 
ing of the 20th century." 

As if to portray the coin 
as a more attractive invest- 
ment than the Columbian 
commemorative issued in 
1892-93 for the World's 
Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago, the commission 
claimed: '"The limited 
number issued will make 
the coins extremely rare 
and in very great demand." 

Charles E. Barber engraved the dies for the Lafayette dollar, using conjoined busts 
of Washington and Lafayette for the obverse. Barber's portrait of Washington was based 
on the famihar bust created by Jean Antoine Houdon in 1785, which already had served 
as a model for many U.S. postage stamps and would later inspire the image on the Wash- 
ington quarter. Barber's depiction of Lafayette was derived from an 1824 French medal 
by Caunois. 

The equestrian design on the reverse was taken from a sketch of the proposed statue, 
drawn by New York artist Paul Bartlett, whose name Barber inscribed on the statue's 
base. At the time of issue, experts pronounced the coin a work of great artistic merit. 

At exactly 11:15 a.m. on December 14, 1899 (the 100th anniversary of the death of 
George Washington) the first Lafayette dollar was struck. The Philadelphia Ledger re- 
ported: "There was very little ceremony Friday, only a small group of mint officials, 
members of the Memorial Association and representatives of the press being present. 
The coin press used was an old one in the mint, and has been exhibited all over the 
country at international and state expositions. It was made years ago at Merrick's. It 
was operated by Miss Gleary. As the first coin, heated by hundreds of tons of pressure 
put upon it, was taken from the dies, she handed it to Superintendent Boyer, of the 
mint, and it was then inspected by the engraver and pronounced perfect. After show- 
ing it to Robert J. Thompson, secretary of the Lafayette Memorial Commission, it was 
given to Mr. Roberts, director of the mint, who had come on from Washington to be 
present on this occasion." 

After striking the first coin, the press continued to turn out 80 coins per minute, 
completing the entire production run of Lafayette dollars the next day. Among coin 
collectors and non-collectors alike, the first strikes generated much interest. The first 
Columbian half dollar struck had sold for $10,000, and $5,000 was offered for the first 
Lafayette dollar. The bid was declined, however, because it wasn't high enough, and 
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Houdon’s famous bust of Washington. 

because there were other plans for the first 
commemorative dollar. It was placed in 
a special case and given to President Wil- 
liam McKinley, who delegated Thompson 
to present it to President Loubet of the 
French Republic. 

What about the value of the rest of the 
issue? The article in the Philadelphia Pub- 
lic Ledger stated: 'This coin, like the Co- 
lumbian half dollar, is a legal tender for its 
face value, but it is not likely to become 
current as money at any time, owing to 
the demand for it as a memento, and the 
still greater demand by coin collectors." 

Congress authorized 50,000 Lafayette 
dollars to be struck with silver donated 
by the U.S. government. By January 1900, 
Secretary Thompson reported that orders 
for nearly 30,000 of the 50,000 coins had 
been received from New York alone. Po- 
tential buyers were advised that "The 
Commission reserves the right to limit 
the number of coins (above 50) allotted to 
each subscriber." The letter also stipu- 
lated that "All orders for coins must be 
accompanied by payment in full and be 
in the hands of the Commission on or 
before December 20, 1899, on which date 
the popular subscription closes. Drafts, 
currency or Money Orders will be ac- 
cepted in payment." 

At the bottom of the promotional let- 
ter appeared the names of the 13 members 
of the Lafayette Memorial Commission. 
They included 77-year-old Edward Everett 
Hale, famous author and clergyman, and 
Charles G. Dawes, who had handled Re- 


publican party finances during the 1896 
campaign and went on to serve as vice 
president of the U.S. from 1925 to 1929. 
Another notable member of the commis- 
sion, John W. Mackay, easily could have 
afforded to buy the entire production run 
of Lafayette dollars himself, having made 
his fortune as one of the owners of the 
"Big Bonanza" gold and silver mine in 
Nevada in the 1870s— the richest deposit 
of gold and silver ore ever found. 

Despite the famous commission mem- 
bers and Thompson's glowing report, sales 
of the Lafayette dollars were not nearly 
as great as e^q^ected. Most of the coins sold 
were either carried as souvenirs or even- 
tually put into circulation, making it hard 
for today's collectors to find choice uncir- 
culated specimens. By the 1940s, 14,000 
unsold commemoratives had been melted. 

What went wrong? Perhaps the coin 
should have been issued as a commemo- 
rative half dollar, as originally planned un- 
til Thompson exerted his influence. For 
most people, the $2 price fixed by the 
Lafayette Memorial Commission was a 
lot of money to spend for a souvenir 
dollar. Another sales deterrent may have 
been the coin's link with a foreign exposi- 
tion. For greater American appeal, the 
100th anniversary of Washington's death 
could have been honored on the obverse 
of the coin, or perhaps a coin commemo- 
rating the new century would have been 
more enthusiastically received. 

A ceremony held at the State House in 
Boston at midnight on December 31, 1899, 
was typical of events staged across the na- 
tion to celebrate the start of the 20th cen- 
tury. Trumpets blew, the crowd sang a 
hymn, and Edward Everett Hale, the illus- 
trious member of the Lafayette Memorial 
Commission, read a selection from the 
Ninetieth Psalm. The merrymakers then 
sang another hymn, recited the Lord's 
Prayer and finished up with a rousing ren- 
dition of America. Hale was too deaf to 
hear anything but the trumpets; never- 
theless, he said "the whole service was 
very satisfactory and I am writing under 
the influence of its solemnity." 

Not until well into the 20th century 
was collector interest in the Lafayette dol- 
lar evident. In 1939 the silver commem- 
orative in uncirculated condition listed at 
$4 (only $2.50 more than the Columbian 
half dollar). By then, speculation in com- 
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memoratives was playing havoc with 
prices. Wayte Raymond advised in his 
catalog: ''Values on this series fluctuate 
so, that frequent price lists are issued 
which will be sent free on request." 

The Lafayette dollar was worth $ 1 5 by 
1947, and the 1958 edition of the Guide 
Book of United States Coins listed it at 
$47.50 in uncirculated condition; the 
1966 edition assigned the coin a value of 
$150. Today, the Lafayette dollar is worth 
about $1,000 in MS-60 condition. 

Despite the cool reception given the 
Lafayette dollar when it was introduced, 
later coins carried similar designs. The 
1926 Sesquicentennial half dollar obverse, 
featuring the busts of Washington and 
Calvin Coolidge, was strongly reminis- 
cent of the pairing of Washington and 
Lafayette. The reverse of the 1953 British 
crown commemorating the coronation of 
Elizabeth II is similar to the Lafayette's 
equestrian design. 

Although it no longer can claim the dis- 
tinction of being America's only commem- 
orative dollar, the Lafayette dollar remains 
the commemorative that broke the rules.

History books provide the conventional 
means of learning about a nation's past. 
However, many bank notes of the world 
offer fascinating details not always foimd 
in books. Every bank note, every piece of 
paper money, is a document, a chronicle 
of the issuing country. As any collector 
of world paper currency will tell you, 
many favorite specimens are not valuable 
as far as dollars and cents are concerned. 
Rather, they are historically significant 
items that illustrate a country's heritage.

tastes and society. 

Money, as a medium of exchange, has 
been around a long time. As the sophisti- 
cated concept of using a piece of paper to 
represent a certain value in precious metal 
spread around the world, nations were 
quick to use paper currency as a means 
of polishing their national images. Varia- 
tions in the style of paper money prolif- 
erated, but dimensions eventually settled 
down to what was considered a conven- 
ient size to carr>^ in a pocket or purse. 
Nevertheless, world paper money displays 
a great variety of designs and messages. 

For example, consider Russia's 500- 
ruble state credit bank note and 1 -kopek 
"postage stamp" note. Though both are 
no longer in circulation (but available to 
paper money collectors), they tell much 
about that country. The 500-ruble note, 
issued in 1912, measures almost 12 inches 
and bears on the face a magnificent steel 
engraving of Peter the Great. It is lavishly 
embellished with floral decorations, archi- 
tectural devices, and a seated figure of 
young Mother Russia in a pensive pose — 
an extravagant example of Czarist excess. 

Issued by the new Provisional Govern- 


ment in 1917, the 1 x IVi-inch kopek is 
printed on thin cardboard and features a 
tiny portrait of Peter the Great on the 
front. The back, unlike the blank adhesive 
surface of a conventional stamp, carries 
the denomination and a legend in the old 
Cyrillic alphabet. (Despite its small size, 
the note was never intended as a postage 
stamp.) The reason for the enormous dis- 
similarity in the sizes of these two notes 
is not immediately obvious, but we must 
remind ourselves that they were issued 
under changing economic conditions and 
radically different political climates. 

Bank notes of small size were printed 
in many countries for use as change. 
When the Japanese occupied the Philip- 
pines and other Pacific islands during 
World War H, they printed vast quantities 
of paper currency for use in these states. 
A prime example of such small-change 
issues is the D4 x 3^4-inch one-centavo 
note that circulated in the Philippines. 

Another typically small bit of paper 
money is the 1952 one-cent note (when 
one cent had some value), issued by the 
Government of Hong Kong. Measuring 
IV 2 X SVi inches, the note is printed on 
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one side only. 

The jungle areas of Costa Rica provided 
the subject for that country's 5-colon note, 
which portrays the native Cattleya orchid 
in vivid purple. Two showy blossoms 
share the face of the note with a portrait 
of Rafael Castro, one of Costa Rica's ear- 
ly presidents. The back shows a colorful 
allegorical scene of happy field workers 
harvesting coffee beans and bananas, the 
nation's main exports. 

Countries around the world draw upon 
their cultural heritage for inspiration in 
creating unique paper money. One of the 
most somber and haunting of all paper 
currency is a £ 1 note issued by the Cen- 
tral Bank of Ireland. Printed in shades of 
green, it features a portrait of young 
Queen Medhbh of Connaught, a character 
in Irish mythology. 

According to legend, Medhbh coveted 
her husband Ailill's magic white bull, 


and, so that she might possess its equal, 
invaded Ulster to obtain the magic brown 
bull of Cuailgne. Her troops ultimately 
were defeated in a great battle; though 
forced to retreat, she managed to take the 
bull with her. Upon returning to Con- 
naught, the stolen bull killed the white 
bull and then died of exhaustion. 

On the face of the note, the queen gazes 
into the distance with heavy-lidded eyes, 
clad in a coarsely woven robe, her hair 
straggling around her pale, expressionless 
face. The reverse offers a reproduction of 
a page from the celebrated Book of Kells, 
a magnificently decorated version of the 
Gospels dating from the 8th century. 

At least once in their lifetime, devout 
Pakistani Muslims journey to Mecca to 
fulfill a religious obligation known as haj. 
With them they carry Pakistani rupees 
that are valid in the city of their faith. 
Pakistani 10- and 100-rupee notes are

overprinted in English, FOR HAJ PILGRIMS 
FROM PAKISTAN / FOR USE IN SAUDI 
ARABIA ONLY. Interestingly, the coun- 
try's bank notes are inscribed in three 
languages — English, Arabic and Sanskrit, 
the sacred and scholarly language of India. 

Many countries have surpassed them- 
selves in creating beautiful bank notes. 
Those who have vacationed in the Baha- 
mas will recognize the commonwealth's 


$ 1 note, a paper currency worth writing 
home about. Issued by the Central Bank 
of the Bahamas, the note displays an eye- 
catching underwater scene on the reverse, 
obviously designed with visitors in mind. 
This enchanting picture shows fish swim- 
ming amid a coral reef; to the left is a 
brilliant yellow spray of tropical flowers. 

The island republic of Cyprus in the 
eastern Mediterranean Sea prc^uced a very 
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elegant £1 note in shades of brown and 
pink. Dominating the front is a rendering 
of a mosaic found among island mins dat- 
ing from the 4th century. The back of the 
note portrays the remains of a Gothic 
stmcture built during the Cmsades. 

In the years following World War I, 
when Germany was in the throes of dis- 
astrous inflation, a variety of towns, cit- 
ies, factories, cooperatives, railways and 
other groups began to print and issue their 
own currency. Called notgeld, this paper 
money at first was produced only in small 
denominations. However, as the value of 
the German mark fell to new lows, not- 
geld in denominations of hundreds of mil- 
lions of marks was printed. 

The town of Rinteln issued a four-color, 
1-mark specimen in August 1920, cele- 
brating one of the exploits of the fabled 
Baron Munchausen, a huntsman who re- 
putedly told absurdly exaggerated stories. 
The note shows the red-coated baron 
emerging on horseback from a pool or 
stream, holding up his pigtail so as not to 
get it wet. Loosely translated, the accom- 
panying legend reads ^'Up to his ears in 
the swamp and yet not forlorn.'' It is an 
engaging slip of paper money and typical 
of the bizarre currency produced during 
this period. 

We probably will never again see the 
likes of outlandishly denominated bank 
notes such as the 5,000,000,000-mark 
notgeld issued in October 1923 by the Hes- 
sische Landesbank. In those catastrophic 
economic times, such a note wouldn't 
buy even a loaf of bread. 

With Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan in 1979, a need arose for cur- 
rency backing the new administration. As 
a footnote to history, a 20-afghani note 
issued by Da Afghanistan Bardc tells of a 
critical period in world political affairs. 

Likewise, some of the Iranian provi- 
sional issues of the 1970s will provide 
future historians with a chilling glimpse 
of its stormy past. A brown and orange 
20-rial note of 1975 shows Shah Moham- 
med Reza Pahlavi in military uniform, 
while a 50-rial note, issued in 1979, sug- 
gests the violent but poignant story of his 
fall from power. After the monarchy was 
overthrown, the Shah's portrait on new, 
uncirculated notes was obliterated with 
a Persian motif, as was the watermark 
bearing his likeness. (However, when the

note is held at a sharp angle to the light, 
the Shah's face can be seen clearly under 
the overprinting.) 

In 1943, while under Japanese rule, 
most of the 31 provinces of the Philip- 
pines clandestinely printed and issued 
crude bank notes for use by the native 
population, often at great risk to the 
printers and anyone caught in possession 
of the notes. Virtually any kind of paper 
was used, including newspaper stock, 
ballots, office forms, blank ledger pagers. 


wrapping paper and even cloth. In some 
cases, roughly carved wood blocks served 
as printing plates. 

When nations go to war with one an- 
other, currency is needed to pay troops 
during their occupation of a hostile coun- 
try or during their stay as guests or pro- 
tectors of a friendly nation. Military pay- 
ment certificates (MFCs) were first issued 
in 1946 for use primarily by allied troops, 
and remained in circulation almost con- 
tinually through the Vietnam conflict. 
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The Mindanao Emergency Currency Board printed crude notes for use by native Filipinos 
during Japanese occupation in World War 11. 


When war was in full swing, the designs 
of the notes assumed a strong militaristic 
flavor. Some picture nuclear submarines, 
tanks, B-52 bombers, soldiers and combat 
aircraft. However, MFC designs softened 
after 1970, with American Indians and the 
heads of young women predominating. 

For centuries, man has turned out vast 
quantities of paper money in all sizes, 
designs and denominations. On these 
notes he has enshrined his leaders, glori- 
fied his past, and expressed his hopes for 
the future. As such, these fragile docu- 
ments provide intimate and intriguing 
glimpses into the cultures, ambitions and 
sentiments of nations around the world.

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"ince ancient times, man has 
played games of chance in hopes of ac- 
quiring something of greater value than 
that he originally risked.

UNITED KINGDOM 

Third Regional Pound Variant 

A third regional variant of the British 
£1 coin, dated 1986 and featuring the flax 
plant, has been released by the British 
Royal Mint, following the first pound coin 
(issued in 1983), the 1984 variant featur- 
ing the Scottish thistle, and the 1985 issue 
depicting the Welsh leek. Found in North- 
ern Ireland, flax has provided an impor- 
tant segment of the republic's agriculture. 
During the potato famine of 1846-47, the 
tall, slender plant with white and blue 
flowers provided a ready cash crop. The 
Irish linen trade, supported by flax, was 
begun in the mid- 19th century and re- 
mains world renowned today. 

Struck in a mintage of 50,000, the 
22.5mm piece contains 9.5g of sterling 
silver and is priced at US$29.75. For 
more information, contact the British 
Royal Mint. 



Sixth Jersey Pound 
The sixth £1 coin in the ongoing series 
being struck for the Channel island of 
Jersey represents the Parish of St. Peter, 
following issues for St. Helier, St. Saviour, 
St. Brelade, St. Clement and St. Lawrence. 
The 22.5mm piece, struck in sterling 
silver and 22kt gold with mintages of 
2,500 and 250, features the Arnold Machin 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth, together with 
a reverse design bearing the emblem of St. 
Peter — two crossed keys within a shield. 
Around the milled edge appears the in- 
scription CAESARA INSULA, the name 
given to Jersey by the Romans, who occu- 



pied the island for five centuries. 

Struck in proof condition by the British 
Royal Mint, the gold pound sells for 
US$450; the silver, $29.75. Direct in- 
quiries to the British Royal Mint. 

COOK ISLANDS 

Gold, Silver Proofs Celebrate 
Queen's Birthday 

The Cook Islands, a group of 15 widely 
scattered isles located northeast of New 
Zealand, has issued £1 coins to commem- 
orate the 60th birthday of Queen Eliza- 
beth n. Sixty gold proofs have been struck 
by the British Royal Mint, along with 500 
sterling piedforts and 2,500 silver proofs. 

The obverse bears Raphael Maklouf's 
uncouped bust of the Queen, while the 
reverse, designed by Royal Mint engraver 
Robert Elderton, depicts Queen Elizabeth 
encircled by the Royal Family — Prince 
Philip, Prince Charles, Princess Anne, 
Prince Andrew and Prince Edward. The 
gold proof sells for US$925; silver piedfort, 
$69.95; and the silver proof, $34.95, from 
the British Royal Mint.

5. There is no time period that applies to any coin proven 
not to be genuine.

RCP Goes Abroad 


''No one is in business to grow small- 
er" — thus advertises the telephone direc- 
tory's "yellow pages." The approach ap- 
parently is successful because the yellow 
pages, which numbered slightly less 
than the white pages just a decade or 
two ago, now are almost 50-percent larg- 
er than residential listings. The Roman 
Coin Project would do well to adopt the 
same slogan. It, too, cannot afford to 
grow smaller, so now the RCP has been 
directed to international arenas. 

You are, of course, familiar with The 
Numismatist, but have you heard of its 
German counterpart, Numismatikl Not 
too long ago I received a request for in- 
formation about the RCP from Rein- 
hold Jordan of Schweinfurt, West Ger- 
many, a free-lance writer who has been 
published in various German coin pub- 
lications, in particular, Numismatik. 

Jordan prepared a two-page essay en- 
titled "Das Roman Coin Project," which 
appeared in a recent issue of that jour- 
nal. The article describes the RCP, em- 
phasizing that adults are welcome par- 
ticipants, even though the program was 
originally conceived for juniors. Numis- 
matik (priced at 3.80 German marks, 
3.50 Swiss francs, 35 Austrian schillings 


or about U.S. $1.75) circulates in West 
Germany, Switzerland and Austria. (Re- 
member, however, that The Numisma- 
tist still boasts one of the largest cir- 
culations of any monthly coin periodi- 
cal in the world. We are fortunate to 
have by far the best magazine for col- 
lectors of coins, medals, tokens and pa- 
per money.) 

Because ANA membership is re- 
quired of RCP participants, Jordan's ar- 
ticle is likely to arouse interest in the 
ANA as well as the Roman Coin Proj- 
ect. Quick results are not to be expect- 
ed, but the potential is there. 

If you reside outside the United 
States and wish to see the RCP pro- 
moted in your area, I will gladly send 
you, upon request, a presentation that 
can be included in your local or regional 
coin publication. 

Although the concept of interna- 
tional expansion is enticing, the focus 
of the RCP remains in the U.S. and 
neighboring Western Hemisphere coun- 
tries. If you are not yet a member, write 
to me for information and a Roman 
Coin Request Form. This could turn 
out to be the most enjoyable benefit of 
your ANA membership.

What's All This Noise About Investment? 

At the firm with which I am asso- I new clients. Recently, he mentioned 
ciated (Bowers and Merena Galleries), typical questions from those just enter- 
Tom Becker, senior numismatist, re- ing the hobby: What kind of profit can 
ceives numerous telephone calls from ! I expect next year on coins I buy now? 
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What newsletters should I subscribe to i 
in order to maximize my investment? 
What series are the hottest now, and 
what do you predict will be the hottest 
in the future? What grading service do 
you like the best? 

Well, you get the idea. Emphasis is 
on investment and price appreciation. 
Nothing is necessarily wrong with this, 
for it is a natural inclination for collec- 
tors to hope that items purchased today 
will increase in value tomorrow. How- | 
ever, I could not help but consider that ! 
some of the following questions would 
have been more preferable or, at the 
very least, might appropriately have 
been mixed in among the others: ''I 
have a VF-20 example of the Sheldon48 
starred-reverse cent; how does it rank 
in the condition census?" "In addition 
to the Crosby book about colonial 
coins, can you recommend another 
source of information about Nova Con- 
stellatio coppers?" "Concerning the so- 
called 1845/3 overdate half dime, do you 
believe that this is an overdate or is it 
simply a recutting of the last numeral?" 

I then pondered the situation. Why 
are most new collectors oriented strong- j 
ly toward investment, with little inter- 
est in collecting! I made a list and came 
up with the following items. 

1) Many national magazines and 
newspapers, ranging from The Wall 
Street Journal to The Saturday Evening 
Post and various Sunday newspaper sup- 
plements, contain advertisements fea- 
turing coins for sale. As such, the com- 
panies placing these advertisements are 
doing much "missionary" work and are 
bringing new people into the hobby. 
However, with few exceptions, the thrust 
of these advertisements is toward in- 
vestment and price appreciation. Often 
the impression is given that $1,000 in- 
vested today will yield several thousand 
dollars next year. Any numismatist 
knows that such expectations are un- 
realistic, but, apparently, that is what 
the public wants to read. 

I do not recall seeing an advertise- 
ment worded: "Start now to build a col- 
lection of large cents by dates — send 
$20, and the first coin will be shipped 
within a few days." In other words. 


nearly all advertisements promise the 
moon, talk about investment potential, 
or else give the impression of great bar- 
gains ("Fantastic hoard of pre-1905 Mor- 
gan silver dollars found!"). It is probably 
wishful thinking to expect that col- 
lector-oriented advertisements ever will 
appear, for considering the cost of adver- 
tising space in national publications, 
the return would not justify the expense. 

The late B. Max Mehl (1884-1957), 
who spent millions of dollars advertis- 
ing his Star Rare Coin Encyclopedia, 
probably came closest to creating new 
collectors by means of national adver- 
tising. However, nearly all his ads were 
what we would call misleading today; 
they were based on the idea that one 
might find an 1804 silver dollar or a 
1913 Liberty Head nickel in circulation, 
thus paying off the mortgage on the 
ranch or sending the kids to college. 

Mehl's presentation contained sev- 
eral parts. Once an advertisement was 
answered, follow-up brochures were 
sent to promote his booklet. The book- 
let itself was rather innocuous,- it wasn't 
misleading and was not at all in the 
same vein as the advertisements used 
to pull in inquiries. Rather, the Star Rare 
Coin Encyclopedia was a nice introduc- 
tion to the hobby of numismatics (and 
remains so today). 

However, Mehl, a master showman, 
knew what type of language was neces- 
sary to make an advertising campaign 
effective (just as advertisers today real- 
ize that a phrase such as "A government 
hoard of silver dollars more than 100 
years old will be dispersed two weeks 
from today — order now!" will do better 
than something like "Consider collect- 
ing Morgan silver dollars — a fascinating 
and romantic pastime"). 

In summary, newcomers drawn to 
the hobby by national advertising in 
non-numismatic publications are like- 
ly to be bargain-seekers or oriented 
toward investment, often with umeal- 
istic expectations. 

2) With the exception of editorial ma- 
terial found in collector publications 
such as The Numismatist, Coin World, 
Numismatic News, COINage and Coins 
(and specialized periodicals published 
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by clubs such as the Token and Medal 
Society), much of what reaches print — 
especially in newsletter form — is con- 
cerned with championing the cause of 
investment. More often than not, these 
newsletters are issued by those in the 
coin business or those who have close 
ties with certain '"recommended" coin 
dealers. Often, the "reward" for being 
a dedicated newsletter reader is the rare 
privilege of being able to buy coins from 
the newsletter issuer, or one of his 
friends, for 20-50 percent more than 
specimens bought over the counter 
from a typical dealer-member of the 
American Numismatic Association! 
Readers of many of these investment- 
oriented newsletters are conditioned to 
expect the impossible. All goes well for 
a year or two as coins are purchased. 
However, when the buyer hopes to cash 
in on 100-percent per year appreciation 
(or some other far-fetched claimj he 
finds the resale market to be sometning 
else entirely. Scratch one coin collector. 

In the meantime, the newsletter pub- 
lisher has garnered a year or two of prof- 
itable subscription income and coin 
sales from the hobbyist. Because such 
newsletters often are fortified with hef- 
ty advertising budgets, they carry much 
more of an impact than collector-ori- 
ented newsletters, such as Penny-Wise 
(a publication of the Early American 
Coppers club). The Colonial Newslet- 
ter or The Gobrecht Journal. 

3) Years ago, the pages of Coin World, 
Numismatic News and The Numisma- 
tist were filled with detailed listings of 
coins for sale. If you wanted an 1877 In- 
dian cent in VF grade, a Low- 120 Hard 
Times token in uncirculated condition 
or an 1828 12-star half cent, chances are 
you could find it in one of the listings. 
Today, advertisements are much more 
"institutional." The services of various 
firms are featured only in an indirect 
way. In order to find detailed listings, 
one has to subscribe to separate price 
lists issued by these companies. 

No longer can we look through The 
Numismatist and view many competi- 
tive offerings of popular United States 
series, mainly because of economics. 
Years ago, the cost of a full-page ad in 


a widely circulated numismatic period- 
ical was but a tiny fraction of today's 
price. For the price of three or four full- 
page advertisements in Coin World, one 
can create, print and mail a modest-size 
catalog to thousands of individuals, 
thus rendering a more "personal" serv- 
ice at lower cost. This alternative has 
been employed by many, and today 
more private price lists are printed than 
ever before. Tlius, today's numismatist 
scanning various numismatic maga- 
zines and newspapers is not likely to 
have his interest piqued by individual 
coin listings and enticing descriptions 
of scarce pieces. 

4) Another problem is so-called 
"catchpenny" ads — unrealistic offerings 
of coins at impossible prices. In a recent 
exchange of correspondence with a lead- 
ing numismatic publisher, I stated that 
it was not profitable to place listings for 
correctly graded coins in his magazine, 
for one could not compete with such of- 
ferings as "gem uncirculated" 1934 
Peace dollars for $150, "gem uncircu- 
lated" 1885-0 dollars for less than $50, 
and so on. His response was rather cu- 
rious, stating, in effect, that people or- 
dering such things should not expect 
the pieces to be properly graded and that 
the consumer (of course) was receiving 
lower-value coins but was getting what 
he paid for! 

And then there is the confusing sub- 
ject of grading. What does "choice un- 
circulated" mean? Does it refer to the 
MS-65 grade? ANA grading standards 
say yes, while Coin World states that 
"choice imcirculated" corresponds to 
the MS-63 grade. 

High advertising rates, unfair com- 
petition by "catchpenny" ads, and con- 
fusion on the grading scene have come 
together to sharply reduce the number 
of individual coin offerings found in 
numismatic publications — another fac- 
tor contributing to the apparent decline 
of collecting interest. 

Other areas fueling this decline could 
be mentioned — but you get the point. 
Happily, the collector's voice still is 
heard, although weak in comparison to 
the shouting and screaming of investors. 

Indeed, The Numismatist, which you 
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are now reading, is the most collector- 
oriented of the leading numismatic pub- 
lications. Various specialized groups 
with interests in differing areas — paper 
money, tokens, medals, early copper 
coins, colonial pieces. Seated Liberty 
coinage, Capped Bust half dollars, etc. — 
have attracted a large and enthusiastic 
following. Numismatic books, even 
about obscure subjects, enjoy success in 
the marketplace. 


The bottom line is that collecting is 
alive and well, but the newcomer is apt 
to find the hobby via the investment or 
bargain-hunting route. If he (or she) 
stays in this niche, he will probably buy 
coins for a year or two and then disap- 
pear into the mist. However, if he takes 
the time to become acquainted with 
various areas, more than likely he will 
indeed become a collector — and be with 
us for many years to come.

The increased popularity of coin collecting— both as a hobby and as an investment— has 
made consumers painfully aware that they should exercise caution in any transaction in 
which misrepresentation could alter the value of a numismatic item. In an attempt to educate 
consumers, Kenneth Bressett, chairman of the ANA Mediation Committee, offers the follow- 
ing comments in response to questions about advertised claims. 

A Double Eagle for $20? 


FUe #107 

Imagine buying a U.S. $20 gold piece 
for face value! That's sort of what this 
ad offers, but, as you might expect, 
there's a catch. The piece is "A Minia- 
ture of The United States of America's 
Double Eagle 'Liberty' $20 Gold Piece" 
from the "Mint Collection," and report- 
edly is made of solid 24kt gold. 

The key element, of course, is the 
word "miniature," which tells you what 
to expect (despite the illustration show- 
ing a coin the size of a genuine double 
eagle). The text confirms that the piece 
is a "non-legal tender miniature ver- 
sion" of the original coin. Great em- 
phasis is placed on the claim that this 
item is made of 100-percent solid gold, 
and that it is accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of authenticity. The piece appears 
to be an exact reduction of the genuine 
article, although it is described as be- 
ing "minted from hand-engraved dies." 

Most people will realize that this is 
ndt a red double eagle worth hundreds 
of dollars and that most likely it does 
not contain $20 worth of gold. Yet, the 
implication is there. Given the mis- 
leading nature of the illustration, I can- 
not understand how this item could be 


considered legd under anti-counterfeit- 
ing laws or the Hobby Protection Act. 

Similar 10mm replicas have been 
around for years. Some were made as 
play money around the turn of the cen- 
tury and are rather cute. The question 
is how much of a premium would a 
gold miniature such as this command? 
Fortunately, the advertiser offers a 30- 
day return guarantee and a limit of five 
pieces per order, which somewhat pro- 
tects the unwary buyer. 

File #108 

A second, very similar advertisement 
was distributed nationwide in a promo- 
tional circular and offers a 9mm minia- 
ture gold piece commemorating the 
Statue of Liberty. This time the reverse 
resembles that of the Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle, while the obverse bears a 
rendering of the Statue of Liberty. For 
some reason, the description of the 
piece does not match the illustration, 
but that hardly matters for a commem- 
orative of this sort. 

One might question whether this tru- 
ly is "an heirloom worthy of passing 
on* to future generations," but it does 
celebrate the Statue's centennial and is 
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not an unreasonably expensive com- 
memorative. The piece is priced at $5, 
or as low as $3.25 each in lots of 100. 

The 14kt-gold content and certificate 
of authenticity are not overstated, and 
the piece is touted as a commemora- 
tive, with no exaggerated claims about 
being rare or an investment in bullion. 

FHe #109 

How would you like to buy a one- 
ounce gold commemorative in proof 
condition for less than $4 above the 
spot price of gold? This offer sounded 
like a real winner until I questioned 
how the promoter could make a profit. 

The official-sounding address of this 
private mint in Washington, D.C., 
won't fool you for a minute; however, 
the claim that this one-ounce gold piece 
"contains 240 grains of pure 24kt gold" 
may make you stop and think. 

One troy ounce is equivalent to 480 
grains. In other words, this one-ounce 
medal contains only a half-ounce of 
pure gold! How it remains "pure 24kt 
gold'' while being mixed with a half- 
ounce of something else is a mystery. 

If you want to invest in gold bullion, 
as this ad recommends, you would do 
well to check prevailing prices for some 
of the more traditional forms, like the 
Maple Leaf or Panda issues. If invest- 
ment is not your main concern, then 
you may find this an attractive, al- 
though somewhat expensive, souvenir. 


File #110 

One of the best examples of mass- 
marketing I've seen in recent months 
appeared in Natural History magazine 
and several other quality publications. 
(The appearance of this advertisement 
came as no surprise, for the editors of 
Natural History took the time to check 
with the ANA before accepting it.) 

This ad appealed to me because it 
features an ancient coin approximate- 
ly 2,500 years old — a true numismatic 
item. The descriptive narration is short, 
exciting and accurate, and the remark- 
able history of this coin is indeed bet- 
ter than any fiction writer could have 
put together for a promotional scheme. 
The coins offered are Persian silver 
sigloi ("archer" type) and, as the text 
states, are some of man's first silver 
coins, used some 2,500 years ago in an- 
cient Greece. 

Nothing in this ad is numismatically 
inaccurate or offensive, and even the 
price seems very reasonable — $49 for 
one coin, or ten for $399. Each piece is 
accompanied by a certificate of authen- 
ticity and a presentation case. The coins 
are described as being of "fine quality," 
a claim that probably should be ex- 
plored before making a major purchase. 

Other than that, the offering is sur- 
prisingly straightforward. As the ad says, 
the piece would indeed make an ideal 
gift or a worthwhile collector's item.

New IRS Fomi Discourages 

In recent years many less-than-honest 
taxpayers attempted to minimize their 
tax liability by intentionally overstating 
their deduction for charitable contribu- 
tions. After obtaining a grossly over- 
stated valuation for works of art, rare

stamps or coins, they donated the prop- 
erty to a qualified charitable recipient. 
Deceitful taxpayers knew, of course, 
that the IRS possibly could impose an 
overvaluation penalty, but they were 
willing to take their chances, hoping 
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they would never be caught. 

However, to help weed out these 
'Aphony'' charitable contributions, the 
IRS has developed a new required form. 
Taxpayers who donate property worth 
more than $5,000 to charity now must 
file Form 8283 with their tax return for 
the year in which the contribution is 
made. In the case of nonpublicly traded 
stock, the filing requirement is $10,000. 
Form 8283 must be signed by the ap- 
praisers who valued the property, and 
must be accompanied by a summary of 
pertinent information, including the so- 
cial security number of the appraiser. 

The new tax form must be filed 
whether the donation consists of one 
item or several similar items, whether 
given to one charity or several. Under 
the new requirements, '"contributions" 
include land, artwork, jewelry, cars and 
scenic or historic easements, but not 
publicly traded stock. "Similar items of 
property" are identified as "property of 
the same generic category or type, such 
as stamps, coins, lithographs, paintings, 
photographs, books, nonpublicly trad- 
ed stock, publicly traded stock, land or 
buildings." 

If a recipient sells donated property 
listed on Form 8283 within two years 
of acquisition, he must file his own re- 
port, notifying the IRS of the selling 
price of the property and the name and 
social security number of the individual 
who made the original contribution. 


IRS computers will compare the sale in- 
formation with valuations claimed at 
the time of the property's donation. If 
a substantial difference exists between 
the two amounts, there's a strong prob- 
ability of an IRS audit. 

Tax Queries 

Q. In 1985 I was divorced. According 
to the divorce decree, my ex-husband 
must sell his entire coin collection and 
turn the proceeds over to me. The col- 
lection, which cost him approximate- 
ly $5,000, is now worth more than 
$50,000. Now he suggests that instead 
of selling the coins, he'll give them to 
me to do with as I choose. He claims 
the coins will probably greatly increase 
in value during the next few years and 
that I would do best to hold on to them 
for awhile. However, I know my ex-hus- 
band very well, and I don't trust him. 
Is there any tax advantage for him if he 
gives me the coins rather than selling 
them and giving me the cash? 

A. Your ex-husband has had some good 
tax advice. If he adheres to the require- 
ments of the divorce decree and sells 
the coins, he will be taxed on the 
$45,000 profit from the sale. However, 
if he gives the coins to you, and you sell 
them, the profit will be taxed to you. 
My advice: have him sell the coins and 
give you the cash.

Grading Grows Up 


Much has been heard about grading 
refinements introduced during the past 
20 years, especially about the MS-65 
grade. Succinctly explaining what has 
actually evolved often is as frustrating 
for the professional doing the explain- 
ing as it is for the inquiring novice. Af- 
ter recently reading 20-years' worth of 
Coin Dealer Newsletter issues, I decid- 
ed that the best way to explain grading 


refinements is to examine how a typi- 
cal, original bag of BU 1881-S $1 pieces 
has been valued over the years. The fol- 
lowing listings are taken from various 
issues of CDN. 

August 1965. All silver dollars are 
graded BU, with the bid price for an 
1881-S at $1.30. 

August 1975. The MS-60 grade has 
been added. Previously, all uncirculated

dollars were listed as MS-65 singles and 
rolls. The reason for adding the MS-60 
grade was explained by CDN as "'re- 
sponding to the industry need to price 
coins that are strictly uncirculated 
coins that for one reason or another can- 
not be called "choice"; the coin may not 
be fully struck, may not have its full 
quota of original mint luster, or it may 
have more than its share of bagmarks 
or abrasions."' Bid price for an MS-60 
1881-S $1 is $5.50; MS-67, $7.15. 

September 1980. CDN adds an MS- 
63 grade for coins trading between 
MS-60 and MS-65 levels. Adjectives 
used at the time with numerical grades 
included ""select" for MS-63, ""choice" 
for MS-65, and ""gem" for MS-67. Bid 
price for an 1881-S $1 is $40 in MS-60, 
$45 in MS-63 and $60 in MS-65. 

August 1982. CDN changes adjec- 
tives for numerical grades. MS-63 pieces 
are designated ""choice" instead of ""se- 
lect"; MS-65 is termed ""gem" instead 
of ""choice"; and MS-67 becomes ""su- 
perb" instead of ""gem." Bid price for the 


1881-S $1 is $35 in MS-60, $40 in MS-63 
and $90 in MS-65. 

July 1983. Bid price for an 1881-S $1 
is $50 in MS-60, $65 in MS-63 and $125 
in MS-65. 

March 1985. CDN adds an MS-64 
grade. Bid price for an 1881-S $1 is $50 
in MS-60, $70 in MS-63, $130 in MS-64 
and $315 in MS-65. 

After reviewing this informaticn, I 
polled a group of silver dollar experts, 
asking what percentage of a typical bag 
of 1881-S $1 coins would qualify for the 
MS-65 grade in 1975, 1983 and today. 
Responses suggested that 50-60 percent 
of the bag would have graded MS-65 in 
1975; 12-18 percent in 1983; and 5-8 per- 
cent today. 

Using the above data and poll infor- 
mation, I completed a statistical study 
of the performance of a BU bag of 
1881-S dollars. (The results and their 
relation to other areas of numismatics 
will appear in a future issue of Coin 
Dealer Newsletter.) Two noteworthy 
conclusions are apparent: BU silver dol-

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lars that were accurately graded over 
the time frame always made money for 
the buyer who held them for a reason- 
able length of time; and the MS-65 grade 
has been applied over time to an ever 
smaller percentage of the typical bag. 
Thus, an MS-65 dollar that was sold 
when it represented the best 50 percent 
of a bag can't be expected to be as con- 
sistently nice (or valuable) as today's 
MS-65s, which represent only 5-8 per- 
cent of a bag.

Market Update 

June 6, 1986 

U.S. gold, which at this time sells for 
$342 per ounce, is trading briskly; spot 
price of silver is $5.18. After some ma- 
jor increases, U.S. commemoratives are 
steady at current levels, while uncircu- 
lated late-date rolls of silver coins con- 


tinue their downward trend. Rolls of BU 
dollars remain soft; more and more it 
seems that the value of these rolls equals 
the sum of the parts. Proof and mint 
sets dated 1964 and earlier are in the 
doldrums, but interest in type coins is 
begiiming to stir. 

BU rolls of cents with specific dates 
are in mild demand; however, inferior 
spotted cents are undesirable. Statue of 
Liberty $5 gold pieces are the hottest 
items at this time. An uncirculated 
piece currently is bid at $680, more 
than four times its issue price. 

"CP" (Certified Premium) is a term 
used to describe the extra premium com- 
manded by a certified coin over an un- 
certified coin of the same grade. When 
CP is more than 15 percent, the coin 
probably should not be purchased. As 
more certified coins reach the market, 
CP usually drops. Not affected by this 
rule of thumb are coins of extreme rari- 
ty, which seldom are certified.

■ A friend sent a clipping to me from 
the Chicago Tribune of nearly a year 
ago about a steam-train excursion that 
was being planned. The engine would 
need additional water on the trip, so ar- 
rangements were made in a town on the 
route "to slack (sic) the mechanical 
monster's thirst." 

■ What's new? "Thieves steal rare jew- 
elry and coins, estimated to be worth 
$30,000, from the Art Institute." — Chi- 
cago History (Chicago Historical Socie- 
ty), quoted from a December 11, 1915, 
Chicago newspaper. 

■ Several explanations of the root of 
the word "cob," as pertaining to Span- 
ish coins, have been suggested. I like 
the idea that cob is an acronym of "cut 
off bars," since the planchets for these 
early, crude coins were sliced off the 
end of round bars of metal. 

■ Have you ever seen a U.S. 3-cent coin 
dated 1943? No? Well, such a coin was 


authorized, along with the 1943 steel 
cent, by the Act of December 18, 1942, 
which did not expire until December 
31, 1946, although the steel cent was 
issued only in 1943. 

■ We hear much about the need for ad- 
equate communication between indi- 
viduals, groups and peoples. How often 
do we remember that good communica- 
tion depends upon listening and read- 
ing, as well as talking and writing? 

■ If you were an ANA member in 1961, 
you might have read these vignettes in 
The Numismatist about 1935 news 
items that now are 50 years old. 

In a December 1935 New York auc- 
tion, a brilliant proof 1879 Stella report- 
edly brought $1 12.50; a 2,000-piece Civ- 
il War token collection sold for $98; a 
VF 1793 Chain cent fetched $36; and a 
VF 1793 half cent realized $21. 

In March, John Zug advertised silver 
dollars, the highest price asked being 
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$250 for a VF 1794 specimen. 

M.H. Bolender commented (favor- 
ably) on his lOOth mail-bid auction sale. 

A proof 1836 Gobrecht doUar brought 

$27 in Elder's auction in New York. 

The formation in New York City of 
a new firm of coin dealers was an- 
nounced, with Moritz Wormser as pro- 
prietor and David M. Bullowa and 
Charles M. Wormser as associates. 

The ANA membership experienced 
a net gain of 460 during the fiscal year. 

William F. Dunham, one of the most 
colorful ANA members of all time, died 
at his Chicago home on October 12. 

Louis S. Werner had a ^4 -page ad in 
the December issue, offering ''a numis- 
matic greeting card" priced at 15 cents 
each or $1.50 per dozen. 

Except for several articles by O.P. 
Eklund and D.C. Wormser, the subject 
of commemorative s took up the most 
pages of text during the year. 

■ Many years ago — shall we say in the 
early 1940s — during my long employ- 
ment with the Chicago-area electric util- 
ity company, 1 sat in on a series of top 
management meetings. Of course, they 
didn't need my help with the mana- 
gerial or legal aspects of the problem 
confronting them, but they did want to 
have my technical knowledge on tap. 

Among the top brass taking an active 
part in the discussions was the lawyer 
retained by the company as its chief 
legal counsel. His per-diem fee was in- 
credible in my scale of values, and he 
enjoyed high prestige also. 

During the discussion of a phrase in 
a recently enacted contract, a company 
officer tried to clarify by saying, "But, 
Mr. Freeman, what we meant was ..." 
He had barely finished the sentence 
when Mr. Freeman's fist banged the ta- 
ble and he uttered his verdict: "1 don't 
give a damn what you meant to say. 
What you did say is all that matters." 

In other words, be careful of your oral 
expressions, but be dam careful what 
you put in writing. 

■ An autographed copy of The Best of 
Sidney J. Haiiis is one of the more use- 
ful books in my scant library. You can 


learn more about the English language 
from it than from any dictionary pub- 
lished. However, its 352 pages contain 
no index, so you can't always find the 
word you want. 

Some words, taken alone, do not have 
clear-cut meanings. For example, "di- 
vine" may be an adjective meaning 
"godlike" or "magnificent," or it may 
be a verb meaning "to foresee." 

Reporting on the collision of two 
small planes in Colorado, a newspaper 
quoted a spokesman for the National 
Transportation Board as saying: "We 
have at this time no indication that ei- 
ther craft . . . [knew] that a collision was 
emminent (sic)." 

■ If you read this column at least fre- 
quently, you know that I pick on some 
of the grammatical and spelling errors 
that come to my attention. The follow- 
ing, from the local newspaper, is cred- 
ited to heavyweight boxer Mitchell 
Creen: "You don't learn nothing fight- 
ing nobody that don't know nothing." 
Nothing could be clearer to me and, I 
hope, also to no won like you, too! 
(Hope he learned something — he lost 
the bout.) 

■ Coins magazine recently carried a 
nice article (not offering to buy or sell) 
about Statue of Liberty coins. The au- 
thor's closing remark: "They really are 
dynarnite-looking coins." ANACS, please 
take note of the new condition term. 

■ Something called my attention to 
use of the term "original roll" in adver- 
tisements offering to buy and sell coins. 
Just what does the term tell us about 
coins in the "original roll"? 

Presumably, we can assume that the 
rolls contain the standard number of 
coins and that they are "uncirculated," 
within the popular meaning of that 
word. But where were these rolls made 
up? Might we assume that the mints re- 
lease new coins in rolls? 

If I go to the Federal Reserve Bank, 
buy a mint-sealed bag and carefully put 
the coins into standard rolls, may I 
properly label these as "original rolls"?

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Counterfeit 1914-D Cent Still Turns Up 


The counterfeit 1914-D cent featured 
this month is not new. Although it was 
documented by AN ACS in 1978, it still 
circulates and continues to fool people. 

As with most die-struck counterfeits, 
especially those in worn condition, first 
appearance is deceiving. Diameter, metal 
content and weight normally fall with- 
in tolerances for genuine mint products. 
The tip-off is the heavy tooling at the base 
of Lincoln's bust and in the field behind 
his shoulder. 

The style of the date and mintmark also 
is slightly off, the most obvious discrepan- 
cies being the loop of the 9, which appears 
to be more open, and the serifs on the 
mintmark, which are longer than normal. 

If you have a question regarding the

Additional Amendments to ANA Bylaws Proposed 


Article IV, Section 4(o) of the bylaws of 
the American Numismatic Association 
requires that any proposed amendments 
to the bylaws that affect the voting rights 
of ANA members, eligibility for office, or 
structure of the Board of Governors must 
be submitted in writing to the ANA Ex- 
ecutive Director by no less than three 
members of the Board of Governors, to- 
gether with written arguments in support 
of such amendments. 

The Executive Director is required to 
mail a copy of said amendments and ar- 
guments to each member of the Board. In 
turn, the remaining members of the Board 
have the right to submit written argu- 
ments to the Executive Director in op- 
position to the proposed amendments. 
Both sides of the argument then are pre- 
sented in The Numismatist. 

The bylaws provide that no action shall 
be taken by the Board on such amend- 
ments prior to the expiration of a 40-day 


period beginning with the last day of mail- 
ing of the issue of The Numismatist in 
which they appear. Within a 365-day pe- 
riod immediately following the aforemen- 
tioned 40-day period, the Board may take 
action on the proposed amendments. In 
the meantime, members of the Associa- 
tion may express their support of or op- 
position to the proposed changes by writ- 
ing to the Executive Director. 

Proposed Amendments 

The following amendments, which af- 
fect sections of Article VI of the ANA 
bylaws pertaining to the eligibility of the 
President to mn in subsequent elections, 
were proposed by President Florence M. 
Schook, Vice President Stephen R. Taylor 
and Governors Bill Fivaz, Kenneth L. 
Hallenbeck and Arthur M. Kagin. 

[We] hereby request support for a change in 
the bylaws of Article VI, Section 13, which at 
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present states ''Any person elected as President 
cannot be a candidate for the office of President 
or Vice President, but may be a candidate for 
Governor in any subsequent election." 

[We] propose Section 13 be changed to read 
''Any person elected as President cannot be a 
candidate for the office of President, Vice Presi- 
dent or Governor in any subsequent election," 

[We] also request a new bylaw be passed as 
follows: "Article VI, Section 15: Any person 
serving twenty or more years as a Governor, 
Vice President or President, or any combina- 
tion thereof, shall be ineligible to serve as a 
Governor, Vice President or President in any 
subsequent election." The present Sections 15 
through 1 8 of Article VI would be renumbered 
as Sections 16 through 19. 

The reasons for the above changes are 1) to 
insure new blood in every ANA election,- 2) to 
reduce the possibility of the development of a 
clique or dynasty; and 3] to encourage any per- 
son who has served as President or a Board 
member for 20 or more years to give way to 
new people and new ideas. 

Opposition to Proposed Amendments 

Governor David L. Ganz has submitted 
the following arguments in opposition to 
the amendments proposed above: 

The proposed bylaw amendments would, 
first, deny any former President of the Associa- 
tion the right to be elected as a Governor; and 
second, [exclude] any individual serving the 
Association for more than 20 years from subse- 


quent service as an officer. 

The proposal is insulting to the membership 
as a whole. First, the thousands of members 
who have voted for John Jay Pittman and Grov- 
er C. Criswell would effectively have their 
choice nullified. 

Second, it would have the effect of making 
at least one existing Governor a lame duck for 
the duration of his term. 

Third, it is decidedly undemocratic. 

Fourth, it takes away the right of all our As- 
sociation's living ex-presidents to subsequent- 
ly run for office should they choose, at some 
time in the future, to do so. 

Fifth, it leaves in the hands of the Board, and 
not in [the hands of] the 35,000 members of the 
Association, the right to decide who should 
[govern our Association]. 

This change seems similar to what took 
place with the American Constitution follow- 
ing the fourth term of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
He who was invincible at the polls long after 
his death was precluded from ever doing the 
same thing again. (It should parenthetically 
be noted that the then-living incumbent andy 
or ex-presidents were specifically excluded — a 
feature not found here.) 

In sum, ours being a voluntary Association, 
it seems that anyone who is willing to serve 
should be permitted to do so in whatever ca- 
pacity. There has never been a dynasty within 
the Association, nor is there any evidence that 
the Association lacks new ideas. 

For all the aforesaid reasons, this proposal 
should be defeated. 


Milwaukee Souvenir Card Shows Fractional Currency 

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing has issued a souvenir card depicting the face 
of a 5C U.S. fractional currency note to commemorate the ANA's 95th Anniversary 
Convention in Milwaukee, August 6-10. First in a planned series of 10 BEP cards showing 
fractional currency, the Milwaukee card features a second-issue note bearing a portrait 
of George Washington engraved by James Duthie. 

The face of all denominations of the second issue (October 10, 1863- February, 23, 
1867) carry Duthie's bust of Washington set in an oval frame, while each reverse is 
distinguished by a different color. The brown-colored back of the 5C issue bears the 
obligation EXCHANGEABLE FOR UNITED STATES NOTES BY TFIE ASSISTANT TREASUR- 
ERS AND DESIGNATED DEPOSITARIES OF THE U.S. IN SUMS NOT LESS THAN THREE 
DOLLARS. RECEIVABLE IN PAYMENT OF ALL DUES TO TFIE UNITED STATES LESS THAN 
FIVE DOLLARS EXCEPT CUSTOMS. 

Because the value of essential metals inflated during the Civil War (resulting in the 
disappearance of coinage from circulation). President Lincoln in July 1862 signed into 
law a bill authorizing the acceptance of postage stamps as currency. The Treasury De- 
partment began issuing notes bearing fascimiles of postage stamps, but these had no 
legal backing because the law applied only to genuine stamps. The Act of March 3, 
1863, clearly stated that the government would issue fractional currency notes, resulting 
in five issues of notes with denominations ranging from 3C to 50C. A total of $368,720,000 
worth of these small notes was issued between 1862 and 1876; $2,000,000 is still un- 
redeemed and presumably in the hands of collectors. 
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Mint cards (item #928), priced at $3 each, are available at the Milwaukee conven- 
tion site or the BEP Visitor's Center in Washington. The cards also may be ordered 
by mail for $4; cancelled cards (#929), bearing the 22C "Flag-over-the Capitol" stamp, 
sell for $4.50. Mail orders should be typed or clearly printed on SVi x 11-inch paper 
and must include name, mailing address and zip code, accompanied by check or money 
order payable in U.S. funds to the "BEP" and addressed to BEP, Mail Order Sales, Room

Milwaukee Committee Brews Up Great Convention 


A handful of dedicated volunteers have 
spent months preparing for the thousands 
of ANA members from all over the world 
who will be drawn to the Milwaukee Ex- 
position and Convention Center and 
Arena (MECCA) along with local resi- 
dents for the ANA's 95th Anniversary 
Convention, August 6-10. Convention com- 
mittee members possess an intriguing 
blend of professions, interests and numis- 
matic backgrounds. Statements that de- 
scribe many committee members include 
'"loves exhibiting" and "willing to teach 
others about their interests." Quite a few 
started collecting at an early age and many 
work with school or Scout groups. 

Founder and owner of the numismatics 
firm that bears his name. General Chair- 
man Kurt Krueger has been actively in- 
volved in numismatics since his attention 
was captured by the small "letters" (mint- 


marks) on Lincoln cents. A member of the 
ANA Board of Governors, Krueger's serv- 
ice to numerous collectors' organizations, 
combined with his many exhibiting and 
writing awards, have made him a nation- 
ally known supporter of the hobby. When 
he can find some spare time, he enjoys 
hiking, fishing and hunting to get away 
from it all. 

This year's co-chairmen are ANA dis- 
trict representatives. Both enjoy exhib- 
iting and educating others in different 
areas of the hobby, and each can claim 
many locally and nationally won exhibit 
awards. President of the Milwaukee Nu- 
mismatic Society, the host club for the 
convention, John Wilson has been active 
in the hobby for only 12 years, but holds 
membership in numerous numismatic 
organizations and is a board member of 
the Central States Numismatic Society, 
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Society of Paper Money Collectors, and 
Society of Paper Money Collectors of 
Michigan. Wilson collects U.S. and an- 
cient coins, U.S. and Wisconsin paper 
money, tokens and medals, notgeld, checks, 
souvenir cards and Wisconsin exonumia. 
Nancy Wilson has been collecting coins 
since the age of seven and, with husband 
John, attends many conventions and 
meetings; at the 1984 ANA convention 
she won the best-in-show exhibit award. 
She actively promotes and assists pro- 
grams for YN's and Boy Scouts and serves 
the Numismatists of Wisconsin (NOW) as 
a board member. 

The convention committee selected 
well-known Wisconsin numismatist A.P. 
'"Del" Bertschy as honorary chairman. 
One of Bertschy's most-cherished posses- 
sions is a tin tobacco box containing coins 
that belonged to his grandfather, passed 
along to him by his mother when he was 
12 years old in 1908. The gift started his 
lifelong hobby that spanned a tour of 
Navy duty prior to World War I and a 
series of elected offices held in the CSNS, 
MNS and NOW. In 1972 Bertschy was 
awarded the CSNS Medal of Merit and in 
1975 was named Numismatic Ambas- 
sador by Krause Publications. 

An adult participant in the ANA's 
Roman Coin Project and a life member of 
the Milwaukee Numismatic Society, 
Michael Folk is the convention's patrons 
chairman. Folk places Canadian decimal 
large cents and silver coinage of Elizabeth 
n, along with modem U.S. coinage, at the 
top of his list of collecting interests. 

Looking forward to the many numis- 
matic displays — often one of the main at- 
tractions of ANA conventions— are Ex- 
hibit Chairmen Lee Hartz and Francis 
Wilford. Hartz joined many local coin 
clubs around the country while on Navy 
duty, nourishing a collecting interest that 
began in 1954, and now enjoys numis- 
matic photography. By helping to estab- 
lish and operate the highly successful 
MNS-sponsored Boy Scout Coin Collect- 
ing Merit Badge Clinic and serving as a 
Boy Scout merit badge counselor, Hartz 
has introduced hundreds of Scouts to 
numismatics. He has held office in both 
the MNS, of which he is a life member, 
and the South Shore Coin Club, which 
bestowed on him honorary life member- 
ship. Small-size National Bank notes. 


American Bank Note Company items, 
and modem RepubUc of China gold issues 
occupy Wilford's collecting time. Wilford 
is a member of the Central States Numis- 
matic Society and the International Bank 
Note Society, and is a past president of the 
South Shore Coin Club and the MNS. He 
also has served as coin show chairman 
and has assisted Hartz with the Merit 
Badge Clinic. 

A dealer in U.S. paper money rarities, 
Pubhcity Chairman Kevin Foley currently 
is vice president of the Wisconsin Coun- 
cil for Tangible Assets and secretary of the 
Professional Currency Dealers Associa- 
tion. Foley also edits the Penn-Ohio Jour- 
nal, published by the Penn-Ohio Coin 
Club, and the quarterly journal of the 
CSNS, The Centinel. In 1985 Foley received 
the latter's Medal of Merit and in 1986 the 
Elston Bradfield Literary Award.^ 

Properties Chairman Roger Lick still 
has the 1958 proof set given to him by his 
parents. Currently serving the MNS as 
librarian. Lick has just published a list of 
more than 400 books and pamphlets. 

An ANA-certified exhibit judge and 
twice a recipient of a scholarship to the 
ANA Summer Seminar, Page Chairman 
Dave Hunsicker has collected U.S. coins, 
tokens and exonumia for more than 30 
years. Hunsicker is treasurer for the Nu- 
mismatists of Wisconsin and holds mem- 
bership in the MNS, CSNS and Waukesha 
Coin Club. 

Since 1981, almost every one of the 
several hundred Boy Scouts who have par- 
ticipated in the MNS Coin Collecting 
Merit Badge Clinic, organized by Thomas 
Casper and Lee Hartz, has earned a badge.

The building now houses the Stone 
Mill Winery, where rich, tart Montmoren- 
cy cherries grown in northern Wisconsin 
and Michigan are cmshed and fermented, 
then aged in hand-cut white oak casks to 
produce a pure, natural premium wine. 
Stone Mill wine is packaged in stoneware 
crocks that are hand-cast using the same 
materials and techniques employed by 
Early American settlers.

Members of the Honolulu Coin Club 
displayed NCW posters in local libraries, 
along with the ANA pamphlet, ''Coin 
Collecting . ^s a result of leaving a sup- 
ply of NCW buttons with librarians for 
distribution to children, interest was ex- 
pressed in offering an exhibit and talk 
about coin collecting as part of the Wa- 
hiawa Community Library's summer va- 
cation program. 

Working a table at two local coin 
shows, Michael Whelan of Syracuse, New 
York, displayed material about the Basic 
and Intermediate Numismatic Corre- 
spondence Courses, reference books from 
his collection, and the Coin World trivia 
game. In addition to offering ANA mem- 
bership information, he also distributed 
booster buttons; various tokens, wooden 
nickels and souvenir cards; and badges 
and philatelic-numismatic cards from past 
ANA conventions. 


Whelan was invited to a Syracuse Nu- 
mismatic Association open house held 
during NCW, where he described his 
work with the Young Numismatist Pro- 
gram, his experiences at ANA conven- 
tions and personal collecting preferences. 

Young and old alike enjoyed an exhibit 
of world crowns depicting animals, dis- 
played by Yvonne Reina, a sophomore at 
MacArthur High School, and a paper 
money collection prepared by her brother, 
Louis Reina Jr., an 8-year-old student at 
Coker Elementary School in San Antonio, 
Texas. Intriguing questions and facts about 
each item, along with bibliographic infor- 
mation, were incorporated in the display. 
NCW stickers and buttons and an uncir- 
culated 1960 Lincoln cent were given to 
each youngster who attended one of the 
two coin clinics conducted during NCW 
by their father, Louis Reina. 

To advertise National Coin Week in the 
U.S. and Canada, as well as the reestab- 
lishment of the endangered whooping 
crane, Glen Littrell of Corpus Christi, Tex-

Exhibits Capture Spirit of Local Founder 
and Mexican Heritage 


The Stack's Gallery at the ANA was 
among seven Colorado Springs museums 
featuring special exhibits to mark Inter- 
national Museum Day on May 18. This 
year's celebration was dedicated to Gen- 
eral William Jackson Palmer, founder of 
Colorado Springs, who envisioned the city 
as a cultural center. 

In honor of the occasion, the ANA mu- 
seum opened two new exhibits. The first, 
commemorating the exploits of General 
Palmer (1836-1909) as commander of the 
acclaimed 15th Pennsylvania Cavalry, also 
contains a selection of curious token coin- 
age and currency of the Civil War era and 
Palmer's native Pennsylvania. 

A second exhibit, relating to festivities 
honoring Mexico's "Cinco de Mayo" holi- 
day, features coins struck by the 450-year- 
old Mexico Mint, the first producer of tme 
coinage in the Americas. (The ANA col- 
lections contain an outstanding array of 
Mexican coinage, particularly the famous 
8-real denomination, or "pieces of eight.") 
Much of the exhibit, including some of 
the earliest 16th-century issues, is part of 
the splendid collection of the late Ken- 
neth Keith.

To commemorate its 42nd convention 
and conference scheduled for September 
26-28 in Worcester, Massachusetts, the 
New England Numismatic Association 
has issued its 1986 medal honoring the 
60th anniversary of the first successful 
flight of a liquid-fuel rocket, developed by 
Robert Goddard. 



The 'Tather of Rocketry" was bom and 
educated in Worcester, where he taught 
and conducted experiments. Goddard de- 
veloped a prototype of the World War II 
bazooka and liquid-oxygen pumps and 
engines, in addition to constmcting and 
testing remote control, gyroscopically 
controlled, self-stabilizing and liquid-fuel 
jet-assisted rocket systems. 

The reverse of the 44mm medal, de- 
signed by Joseph Jacobs of Shrewsbury, 
Massachusetts in cooperation with the

Library, shows Goddard standing beside 
his rocket and launcher, together with the 
dates 1926-1986 and 60TH ANNIVERSARY 
OF / DR.
